Anti-government patriots poised to fix government

We are living in a time when most don’t 
accept the burdens of their own greater respon- 
sibilities but do actively lament and angrily 
denounce other citizens for not accepting their 
responsibilities. On a regular basis, when the 
overall community is faced with significant 
problems, rather than coming together to fig- 
ure out how to solve them, it instead begins the 
search for what caused them. The idea is that 
laying blame is an act of mending, of repair. 

“I yam what I yam and that’s all that 
I yam.” - Popeye the Sailor Man 

There is always a distance between percep- 
tion and reality. If one leans toward the meta- 
physical, that statement can be rephrased as 
“there’s always a distance between how one 
perceives things and how other people per- 
ceive the same things.” Difficulties in match- 
ing up differing perceptions are due to the fact 
that they are not about just the core of what 
happened - the timing, sequences of events, 
the prominence or lack thereof of occurrences 
and so on - but are very much affected by 
each individual’s self-interest and viewpoint. 

This phenomenon can be seen every day, 
for example, with car crashes. Two cars have 
crashed into each other by accident. Both 
drivers are absolutely sure they are in the 
right and are just as certain the other driver 
is wrong. Each driver relates to the police his 
or her version of what happened. Even if they 
are largely in agreement, there will be varia- 
tions in the time and sequence of events, as 
well as, perhaps, on other issues. The exact 
details of the story - what parts are empha- 
sized, the underlying narrative logic - are 
controlled by the storyteller. No matter the 
similarities, the differences will be structured 
to vindicate the one telling the story while 
indicting the other.

The variations 
in each story are 
there to serve the 
agenda of the sto- 
ryteller. This is nor- 
mal. Human beings 
operate from a personal 
perspective. When relating 
incidents, most don’t even think about it, though 
some try to be fairer in their telling while others are 
far more openly and aggressively partisan. Usually 
the latter group claims it has no axe to grind, when 
in actuality all it is doing is grinding axes. 

Our history, beliefs, and experiences affect 
and shade how we see life. 

“When I left they were sleeping, I hope you 
run into them soon. 

Don’t turn on the lights, you can read their 
address by the moon. 

And you won’t make me jealous if I hear that 
they sweetened your night: 

We weren’t lovers like that, and besides it 
would still be all right,

Our sense of self (accompanied by ongoing 
re-evaluation) affects perception: This sentence 
must be treated as one that states the obvious. It 
is no surprise smoking gun or last-minute piece 
of evidence that would have profoundly affected 
consideration of the issue. This inherent self- 
centeredness has an impact on how we see the 
world. It couldn’t be any other way. 

Any objective appraisal of ourselves by ourselves 
is impossible in that it can never be “objective.” 
Some claim that they can so isolate, dispassion- 
ately catalog, and fully comprehend their own 
worldviews that their subjectivity can be, if not 
completely eliminated as a factor, at least con- 


trolled and marginalized. This can be done to the 
point where they can judge incidents (even if they 
were involved in them) rationally and without per- 
sonal bias. The same people will probably tell you 
that they can change lead into gold. 

Human beings are inherently self-serving. The 
more they are personally invested in an issue or 
an idea, the more incapable they become of any 
kind of objective analysis. 

“What difference does that make now? Don’t 
be too sure I’m as crooked as I’m supposed to 
be. That kind of reputation might be good for 
business - bringing in high-priced jobs and 
making it easier to deal with the enemy. ” 

- Sam Spade to Brigid O’Shaughnessy, in 
Dashiell Hammett’s The Maltese Falcon 

Although we hold differing specific political 
beliefs from across the full American ideological 
spectrum, many still seem to share some cur- 
rent major perceptions about our government. 
Different groups and individuals offer numer- 
ous, often-conflicting ideas as to what is wrong 
and what needs to be done. (FYI, I don’t agree 
with the following statements.) These include: 

• Somehow evil people have taken control of 
the federal government and are now using it to 
wage war on the American people. 

• In order to restore this country to great- 
ness, we need to throw the bums out! 

• If the American citizenry is educated about 
what is going on in current politics, it will come 
together to vote the corrupt out of office and then 
vote good, decent people into those offices. 

• Most of the political disharmony over 
issues and ideas in this country is initiated 
and spread by corrupting and corrupt shadow 
forces as part of an ongoing effort to keep the 
American people divided. 

• The malevolent political players, stridently 
partisan party loyalists, and hardcore but unre- 
alistic policy wonks need to be removed from 
power. The country needs a smaller federal 
government that re-establishes the primacy of 
the U.S. Constitution with the government by 
and of that document.

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The argument goes that the U.S. govern- 
ment governs best when it most closely 
sticks to the guiding ideals, stated moral 
principles, and the structure and respon- 
sibilities laid out in the Declaration of 
Independence and the Constitution. This 
government could easily be reinvented.

This development, 
it seems, is both fortunate and unfortunate. 
It’s unfortunate because brigands, pirates, 
soulless ideologues, foreign agents, and a 
host of other villains are now in charge. It’s 
fortunate because it means all we have to 
do to return to being the great country we 
once were but are no longer is drive out the 
bad folks. 

There is no universal agreement as to exact- 
ly which group or groups have taken control.

World Order, determined to slaughter much

• A perhaps more limited group with 
a horribly flawed ideology that will most 
certainly destroy this country rather than 
protect and serve. There are any number of 
options regarding what this dangerous ideol- 
ogy is.

for nation-states and even less for people. 
Others believe it is the work of crazed free- 
market capitalists lacking all compassion.

• Or, if not a grand conspiracy or inten- 
tional sabotage, a combination of all sorts 
of miscreants running the government and 
ruining the country 

Obviously, there are far more possibilities, 
but that covers a good range of the perceived 
enemies - from those intentionally destroy- 
ing the country to those with misguided 
philosophies about the kind of measures, 
unfortunately toxic, that this country needs 
to right itself to those who believe there are 
just too many crooks in power.

In the ideologically across-the-board, far- 
ranging litany of the failures of the govern- 
ment, the most commonly accepted assertion 
is that these problems result not just from 
the failures of men but from the fact that the 
politicians in power are deliberately doing 
harm to the country and its citizens. These are 
not principled, well-intentioned patriots with 
often very different ideas as to what this coun- 
try needs and how it needs to go about it who 
might do better if they all worked together. 
Instead, it is a large congregation of evildoers - 
whether ideological puppets, servants of mas- 
ter overseers, or just thieves and criminals. 

The critics of this failed government - 
whether conspiracy hobbyists, reactionaries, 
hard-right-wingers, socialists, true patriots, 
hardcore liberals, libertarians, and/or anar- 
chists - feel the problem is corrupt people 
and inefficiently administered government. 
They know that they would do both a better 
and more honest job. 

They make it clear that the issue is not a 
series of complex problems that are incred- 
ibly difficult to solve. It seems that most 
members of the anti-government commu- 
nity have no doubt that they themselves 
are good, moral, honest, genuine patriots 
operating from only the noblest ambitions. 
They know that what our government needs 
in order for it to work is for exactly such 
people as themselves get elected. 

And they are ready to serve. ■

Richard Whittaker covered the Formula One 
story very well with a couple of minor misconcep- 
tions [“How Do You Formulate a Grand Prix?”, 
News, Nov. 19] The FIA is definitely not the “ruling 
body for motor sports.” The FIA has virtually no 
presence or authority in the U.S. - NASCAR, IRL, 
SCCA, NHRA, IHRA, AMA, SCTA, NASA, Monster 
Trucks, Tractor Puller’s, and other sanctioning 
bodies in the U.S. and the venues at which they 
compete are completely independent of the FIA. 
It is important to understand that both Daytona 
International Speedway and the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway provide two different venues 
at their locations. Each has an oval and a road 
course. The road course at Indianapolis was 
upgraded at great expense in order to qualify as 
a FI track. The major change required to make 
Indianapolis qualify for a FI event was to build 
enclosed pits/garages to protect the FI drivers 
from the fans.

Re: “Not So Hot TODs” [News, Nov. 26]: I am 
a developer in Austin, and there is no surprise 
that only TODs like Central Expressway and 
Mockingbird in Dallas do well. The reason is 
they would do well in that location even without 
a train. Real estate is still about location, loca- 
tion, location! 

While I love the idea of a city giving me 
incentives to build, I need decent market 
demand, and TODs across the country only 
work when smoke and mirrors and lots of city 
money allow tenants to stay there almost for 
free. When the incentives and free rent go 
away, so will the tenants. 


I would find it funny if it wasn’t so expensive 
when the train supporters say that the reason 
it doesn’t work is there isn’t enough of it. Build 
more and it will work? BS. We desperately need 
to address better roads for the 98% of us that 
will continue to use our vehicles to get around. 
All around the country, they have tried to force us 
out of cars, but they have failed miserably. Only 
by cooking the books can most rail systems say 
they are helping with congestion. 

Hopefully we will wise up and not go one 
step further and try to implement an urban rail 
system. Businesses mostly fail along the rail 
routes during the construction period. Think of 
who we would lose along Barton Springs Road, 
North Lamar, South Congress, etc. Rapid bus

The Chosen One 

Tom DeLay’s demons finally come home to roost

In the end, the Apples & Oranges Theory was 
defeated by the Bean Theory 

That’s one way of explaining the guilty verdicts in 
the trial of Tom DeLay. DeLay’s attorney Dick 
DeGuerin had kept an apple and an orange on his 
defense table, to remind his team, and the 
jury, of his argument that no corporate 
money had been laundered by his client 
because, DeGuerin insisted, the two 
piles of $190,000 under review were 
“different money” To compare the 
$190,000 in corporate money - col- 
lected by the Texans for a Republican 
Majority political action committee and 
sent to the Republican National Committee 
- to the $190,000 the RNC returned from 
individual campaign contributions, DeGuerin told 
the jury, is like comparing “apples and oranges.” 
Judge Pat Priest, on the other hand, in rejecting 
DeGuerin’s early motion that he dismiss the charges, 
described money as “absolutely fungible.” “It’s like 
beans,” Priest said. “I don’t care if you put it in one 
pocket, and then take the money out of the other 
pocket.” The Bean Theory was never addressed to 
the jurors, but it appears in the end they understood 
it - that the transfer of TRMPAC funds had in fact 
been an attempt to circumvent longstanding Texas

law against the direct or indirect corporate funding 
of candidates. Accordingly, on the day before Thanks- 
giving they convicted DeLay of both money-launder- 
ing and conspiracy to money-launder. He awaits 
sentencing by Judge Priest - whose options range 
from probation to 99 years in prison. 

The jurors took the better part of three 
days to agree, and for a time it appeared 
they were wandering in a legal desert. 
On Tuesday, they twice asked the judge 
if the corporate money could be trans- 
ferred illegally if it had originally been 
collected legally - and all Priest could 
do was refer them to his jury instructions, 
as answering that question was essentially 
their central responsibility. DeLay’s team was 
comforted by the implication that jurors might 
doubt the premise of the prosecution’s charges. The 
corporate donations were in fact collected legally; 
DeLay’s crime was to launder that money in order 
to put it to an illegal purpose. 

Eventually, the evidence the jurors requested for 
review led them where they needed to go. On Wed- 
nesday, they asked if a conspirator must be part of 
a conspiracy from the beginning of the crime - and 
Priest was able to answer that a conspiracy could

> PROMO FOR PILFERER Personnel issues have erupted again 
at the Austin Fire Department, as an arbitrator has overruled 
Chief Rhoda Mae Kerr’s decision to pass over a captain for 
promotion. In a decision last week, hearing examiner Chuck 
Miller wrote that Kerr’s reasons for bypassing Capt. Guy 
Groomer for promotion don’t constitute a “valid reason” in civil 
code. In 2005, Groomer was demoted after being busted for 
shoplifting; this spring, when he became eligible for promotion 
after two battalion chief positions opened up, Kerr didn’t tap 
him, instead citing among her reasons Groomer’s “unscrupu- 
lous conduct.” Calling Groomer’s previous troubles “ancient,” 
Miller wrote that the “newly determined ultra serious nature” of 
Groomer’s past transgressions was “the result of a newly sub- 
jective philosophy on the part of the chief.” - Wells Dunbar 

> THE PROPHET RETURNS Imprisoned polygamist prophet 

Warren Jeffs is back in Texas after the Utah Supreme Court 
declined to step in and block his extradition. Jeffs, leader of the 
Mormon breakaway sect the Fundamentalist Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints, was convicted in Utah in 2007 on 
charges of rape-as-accomplice for marrying an underage church 
member to her adult cousin. Those convictions were overturned 
this year after the Utah Supremes found that Jeffs’ trial judge 
had provided an incorrect jury instruction. The state can retry 
Jeffs but to date has made no move to do so. The delay led 
Jeffs to challenge his extradition to Texas, where he faces more 
serious felony charges - including sexual assault and bigamy - 
leveled after the infamous 2008 raid by state police and child 
protection workers on the FLDS compound outside Eldorado. 
Moving Jeffs to stand trial in Texas would violate his right to a 
speedy retrial in Utah, he argued, but the Supremes rejected 
his appeal in a two-sentence ruling, setting the stage for his 
extradition. His attorney, Wally Budgen, told Reuters that since 
the court declined to force prosecutors’ hands on the retrial, 
he’ll seek dismissal of the Utah charges. “By sending him to 
Texas without finishing what they started, they’ve deprived him 
of his right to a speedy trial,” he said. “And as a matter of 
Constitutional law, when he is returned to Utah, we’ll file a 
motion to dismiss and that motion will be granted.” - J.S.

ANYWHERE BUT HERE 


Austin altruism in danger of homelessness once again

The holiday season is the time when we think of our fellow 
man, especially of the less fortunate. 

And of keeping them as far away from us as possible. 

Okay, so that’s overselling it a bit. But in our homeowner/ 
neighborhood association-dominated body politic, every card- 
carrying member of the Republic of Austin’s liberal congrega- 
tion wants to do something about homelessness - but how ? 
And more importantly, where ? 

The issue has arisen again with the re-emergence of 
Mobile Loaves & Fishes’ proposal for an RV park to perma- 
nently house members of Austin’s population of “chronically 
homeless” - those who have been on the streets for an 
extended period of time or homeless in several separate 
instances. Fanning the flames is a recent Statesman report 
highlighting two city-owned sites deemed worthy of further 
scrutiny for the project: 23.5 acres of land at Burnet Road 
and Braker Lane and 1,250 acres spread across 22 parcels 
at FM 973 and Platt Lane, just northeast of Austin- 
Bergstrom International Airport and near the 
Hornsby Bend Biosolids Management Plant. 

Just why the sites are receiving the banner 
treatment now - more than two months after 
first being floated in a September memo to City 
Council - is anyone’s guess. It unfortunately rep- 
resents another instance of the city being caught 
flatfooted by neighborhood opposition. But the 
question is: Are neighbors overreacting to a trial-bal- 
loon that is so far just half-inflated? Or has the city 
fouled up - again - by crafting plans before it gets any out- 
side input? 

“Simply because word got out we were vetting these two 
sites, you have all these small-business and neighborhood 
coalitions saying, ‘Don’t event think of it,”’ says Mayor Pro 
Tern Mike Martinez, who has morphed into the de facto 
council frontman for the project, beginning with his early pub- 
lic support for this “habitat on wheels,” which was already 
shunted from its original proposed location off Ed Bluestein 
due to - you guessed it - hood oppo. “By no means has any 
decision been made, and I don’t know of any time frame for a 
decision to be made,” he says. 

Regarding Mobile Loaves, the only time frame on the hori- 
zon is one of council’s own making: its edict, earlier this year, 
that the city prioritize remaining bond money for affordable 
housing into permanent supportive housing for the chroni- 
cally homeless, or those at risk of homelessness (surviving 
on 30% of median family income or less). The sentiment is 
an outgrowth of the national "housing first” movement: 
the revolutionary concept that whatever issues homeless 
people face - substance abuse, domestic violence, mental 
disorders - can be better addressed if they don’t spend the 
day wondering where they’ll sleep that night. (Crazy, we know.) 
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The not-inconsiderable investment the city needs to make - 
some $9 million, for starters (but leveraged 4-to-l by federal 
bucks) - is expected to be recouped in fewer police calls, 
emergency room visits, hospital stays, and jail bids. 

So the city is starting to scramble to hit its first bench- 
mark: creating some 350 permanent supportive housing 
units in four years, with an end goal of creating 1,900 total. 
So while the Mobile Loaves proposal is still raising ire (that 
combination of “trailer park” and “homeless” just makes 
people’s teeth itch), it’s nowhere near actually ready. 

Meanwhile, drawing far less attention is a proposal placing 
PSH units in central East Austin - and council is supposed to 
vote on that funding next week. 

MARSHALLING THE OPPOSITION 

The Marshall Arms apartments are an admittedly grimy 
complex on East 12th. Under a proposal slated for council 
consideration Dec. 9, Summit Housing Partners and 

local social service org Caritas would buy and 
rehabilitate the 100-unit property, receiving city 
assistance for reserving 20 units for PSH, com- 
plete with “wrap-around” social services for 
those inhabitants. 

Opinion on the project is definitely mixed. 
Adamantly opposed are Robertson Hill and 
Swede Hill neighborhood associations, which point 
to the complex’s proximity to the open-air drug mar- 
ket at 12th and Chicon as problematic for PSH resi- 
dents. They tried to make that case to the Urban Renewal 
Board at a recent special-called meeting on the project, but 
their hope of blocking PSH uses by changing the Urban 
Renewal Plan - which governs redevelopment of the area - 
was essentially rejected. 

On the other hand, Kealing Neighborhood Association Prez 
Rick Cofer has voiced tentative support for the project and 
essentially, by its acquiescence, so has council. “I don’t 
understand the arguments of folks saying we want to keep 
this old, blighted apartment complex where low-income resi- 
dents reside, instead of a refurbished one offering wrap- 
around services,” says Martinez. 

Looking back on the city’s unsuccessful, piecemeal 
approach to homelessness - a loitering ban here, a panhan- 
dling prohibition there - Martinez says, “Honestly, on things 
like outlawing panhandling, we’d actually be able to have a 
fruitful conversation about those issues if we devoted land 
and effort to get folks off the street.” 

But in a politically perilous situation like Marshall Arms - 
where there’s practically no upside to protracted debate - are 
we willing to make that effort? ■

be joined at any point along its develop- 
ment. Suddenly it was the prosecutors who 
were optimistic, for the question suggested 
that the jury was finally following DeLay’s 
actual trail. 

The Hammer in Charge 

If DeGuerin needed someone to blame, he 
could look no further than his client. Not 
only had DeLay told prosecutors back in 
2005 that he had known about the money 
exchange before it was accomplished - an 
admission replayed for the jury’s edification 
- but during a break in the trial, he told 
Statesman reporter Laylan Copelin that he 
“could have stopped” the deal had he chosen 
to. Prosecutors wasted no time summoning 
Copelin and his recording to let DeLay dig 
his own hole a little deeper. While DeGuerin 
was valiantly trying to persuade the court 
that his client was simply a “figurehead” who 
barely knew what TRMPAC was doing, DeLay 
himself couldn’t refrain from announcing he 
was always in charge of his own operation. 

Though they had long been 
subpoenaed as evidence, 

DeLay’s complete calendars of 
the TRMPAC period didn’t 
show up in court until near the 
end of the trial - to DeGuerin’s 
discomfort and the prosecu- 
tion’s great interest. The calendars reflected 
that DeLay was meeting regularly with the 
TRMPAC managers, including at the precise 
time the money exchange was in progress. 
DeLay’s claim of ignorance made little sense. 

The belated calendar revelations also gave 
Assistant District Attorney Gary Cobb anoth- 
er avenue of attack in his closing - essen- 
tially that DeLay’s claim was simply the 
cover story of a cornered criminal. DeGuerin 
had claimed the absence of DeLay’s name 
from TRMPAC organizational documents 
reflected a cursory involvement; Cobb coun- 
tered that DeLay’s name was also missing 
from the papers of his federal PAC, Amer- 
icans for a Republican Majority, of which 
DeLay always proudly claimed ownership. 
Dropping into vernacular, Cobb dismissed 
DeLay’s claims of ignorance. “That’s kind of 
how criminals do,” Cobb said. “I can tell you 
from 20 years experience, street crime or 
political crime - that’s how they do.” 


Angels and Demons 

Until Cobb’s closing, the prosecution’s case 
had lacked a narrative to respond to DeGuerin’s 
insistence that the entire TRMPAC episode 
was just “politics as usual,” that DeLay hadn’t 
participated, and that there was no crime any- 
way. DeGuerin regularly presented a slide 
declaring, “NO CORPORATE MONEY WENT 
TO CANDIDATES IN TEXAS,” to which Cobb 
offered his sardonic response, “because it was 
laundered.” The transaction only came to light 
because, for that one year, the Internal Revenue 
Service had required PACs to record such 
expenditures. Like A1 Capone, Cobb said, 
DeLay had been undone by his accurate book- 
keeping. “One thing people learned from the 
FBI and The Untouchables,” said Cobb, “you 
can go out there and commit a lot of crimes, 
but you do not mess with the IRS.” 

Cobb made the courtroom abundantly aware 
that he considered the onetime political king- 
maker DeLay simply “a criminal.” He reminded 
the jury of the motive - congressional redis- 
tricting - and embedded that motive in DeLay’s 
notorious vainglory: “Can you 
imagine how galling it was to him, 
one of the most powerful men in 
the country . . . but you can’t even 
control your own state?” If the 
jury needed a convincing motiva- 
tional narrative as it entered its 
deliberations, Cobb certainly provided one. 

On Thanksgiving eve, a visibly stunned 
DeLay heard the judge read the verdicts: guilty 
on both counts. The day before, DeLay was cit- 
ing scripture (Romans 8:28) to suggest he was 
“chosen by the Lord,” and neither “demons nor 
angels nor district attorneys” could harm him. 
After the verdict, all he could do was snarl that 
on appeal, “hopefully we can get this before 
people who understand the law.” Since the 
Texas appeals courts are heavily and ideologi- 
cally Republican, it’s likely they’ll understand 
the politics more profoundly. In the end, DeLay 
may well skate, but his remaining hopes of a 
personal political revival, as a convicted felon 
(even temporarily), appear thoroughly dashed. 

As Cobb concluded, “Our prosecution was 
opened because somebody came along and 
determined they could beat that law. If you do 
not hold Tom DeLay accountable, you can be 
certain other people will come along and do 
the same thing.” ■

The Austin Comprehensive Plan is well 
into its third phase of public input, a process 
that began in late September with a series of 
public forums and continued through the fall 
as people responded to the Imagine Austin 
online survey. According to the city, this 
phase - in which participants examine five 
different “scenarios” envisioning Austin’s 
future - has attracted some 2,000 respon- 
dents, among whom Scenario D has emerged 
as a clear favorite. As the most compact 
option, Scenario D would limit development 
over the next three decades to a central, 
88-square-mile portion of Austin’s planning 
area (which extends throughout the extraterri- 
torial jurisdiction), emphasizing mixed-use 
centers and focusing redevelopment/infill 
between MoPac and SH 130. 

Despite its overall popularity, however, 
Scenario D has proven divisive with neighbor- 
hood associations concerned that after years 
of working with the city to guide growth 
through neighborhood plans - in theory creat- 
ed in much the same spirit as the comp 
plan, though on a smaller scale - all that 
detail work might be swept away by the 
broad strokes of the comp plan and neigh- 
borhoods might be forced to accommodate 
additional development on top of what 
they’ve bargained for. 

“All during our neighborhood planning pro- 
cesses, we were getting pushed by city staff 
to infill and densify, and of course we did 
that,” said Cory Walton of the Austin 
Neighborhoods Council in early October (he 
was ANC president at the time but has since 
passed the baton). On top of those efforts, 
said Walton, neighborhoods then added even 
more density five years ago in the name of 
vertical-mixed-use zoning. “We wrote the 
developers another big huge bonus,” he said, 
“but we figured the trade-off - eventually, 
somewhere down the line - might be worth 
it.” ANC members now fear that a develop- 
ment pattern like Scenario D, which would 
absorb much of the city’s anticipated growth 
- 750,000 people and 300,000 jobs - into 
existing neighborhoods, could further dimin- 


ish chances that they’ll ever see the upside 
of that trade-off. 

“Most of our member neighborhoods 
acknowledge the need to do a comprehen- 
sive plan and the inevitability of growth and 
dealing with it, but I think they all feel that 
the process is driving one scenario that was 
preconceived,” said Walton, referring to Scen- 
ario D. The Imagine Austin effort is just “a 
marketing job on a solution [the city’s consul- 
tants] have already arrived at,” he charged, 
adding that he believes the city’s survey is a 
“push poll” designed to lead participants to 
one conclusion. Meanwhile, he said, current 
residential and commercial zoning can 
already accommodate all of the expected 
growth without any zoning changes at all. 

Garner Stoll, assistant director of the 
city’s Neighborhood Planning and Zoning 
Department, says the scenarios simply 
reflect the desires of those who have partici- 
pated in the public input process. Moreover, 
data on current zoning can be misleading, 
says Paul Frank, Neighborhood Planning and 
Zoning’s chief geographic information analyst: 
“There are a lot of areas that are zoned com- 
pletely differently than what the use is on the 
ground.” Some zoning even dates back as far 
as the 1920s and doesn’t really represent 
the goals of the community. “Theoretically, 
you can build 30-story skyscrapers on many 
properties Downtown,” says Frank. “But the 
question is: When would that occur?” 

“Plans are aspirational,” says Stoll. “Plans 
say what the community wants for the future. 
Zoning is regulatory and nudges development 
to come out according to the aspirations. ... 
You don’t shape your aspirations to what’s 
presently on the ground.” 

Having found little comfort in the city’s 
arguments, ANC members passed a resolu- 
tion in October calling for the city to sus- 
pend the planning process altogether. 

Newly appointed ANC President Steven 
Aleman points to an Oct. 15 memo from 
Greg Guernsey, director of the Planning 
and Development Review Department, as 
evidence that neighborhood plans are tak- 


ing a backseat to Imagine Austin. “A com- 
prehensive plan could trigger a neighbor- 
hood plan amendment to resolve an incon- 
sistency which would be decided upon by 
City Council,” Guernsey writes in the 
memo, adding later: “Any changes to a 
neighborhood plan would require a review 
for general consistency with the policies of 
Imagine Austin.” 

As Aleman sees it, “The Greg Guernsey 
memo basically says the neighborhood 
plans need to yield to the comprehensive 
plan.” Aleman says ANC wants assurance 
that the neighborhood plans will be used as 
the foundation of the comp plan, a request 
he feels is reasonable given the time and 
resources the city has already spent on 


those plans. ANC also demands that growth 
be directed toward the neighborhood plans 
with the most capacity first and that the 
amendment-and-update process already in 
place be upheld. (Guernsey’s memo already 
guarantees that last condition, but with 
qualifying language: “unless changed by 
the City Council.”) 

Stoll insists that the comp plan and neigh- 
borhood plans will work together, with the for- 
mer providing an outline of the broader com- 
munity’s aspirations and the latter filling in 
the details. With Scenario D emerging as the 
standout among the five, the city is now 
“looking at what it would take to ... adjust 
Scenario D to more closely be aligned with 
the neighborhood plans,” he says, “and we’re 
actually finding that, much to our happy sur- 
prise, it can easily be accomplished.” 

Stoll says planners have hit upon a greater 
challenge in attempts to rally public participa- 
tion. Though 2,000 people have responded to 
the survey, that falls quite short of expecta- 
tions raised after the first and second phases 
drew 10,000 participants. The relative lack of 
Hispanic input is especially worrisome, but the 
city hopes a new Spanish-language version of 
the survey will help. Even if successful, howev- 
er, that effort could be undermined if currently 
planned e-mail blasts to major employers, 
such as the University of Texas, succeed in 
further boosting the number of non-Hispanic 
participants. The city has now extended the 
survey deadline by a week to Dec. 10; anyone 
who hasn’t yet responded can still do so at 
www.cityofaustin.org/compplan. - Nora Ankrum

Austin Reaches for the Sun 


After inking a high-profile economic development agreement 
with Facebook, the city is set to adopt an agreement with another 
company that burnishes Austin’s high tech credentials. 

The city is proposing a 10-year contract with Delaware-based 
SunPower, a company that creates and installs solar technology, 
including cells, panels, and entire solar-power systems. According 
to the city’s Economic Growth and Redevelopment Services 
Office, SunPower “is the market share leader in commercial and 
residential solar installations in the United States and is the third 
largest solar company world-wide based on 2009 revenues of 
$1.52 billion.” 

As was the case with the city’s recent agreements with Facebook 
and Hanger Orthopedic Group, the incentives - taking the form of 
cash grants and bolstered by an additional $2.5 million from the 
Texas Enterprise Fund - are tied to results the company must 
achieve. The agreement calls for the creation of 450 jobs by the 
end of 2014, with 115 created by the end of 2011, 125 more by 


the end of 2012 and again in 2013, and the remaining 85 created 
by the end of 2014. The city will pay SunPower $233 for each full- 
time job - estimated at an average yearly wage of $70,000 - 
created and held for the duration of the contract. However, yearly 
payouts are capped at $104,850, with the overall grant capped at 
$901,710. In addition, SunPower must also invest $7.5 million in 
plant improvements by the end of 2013 and $2.5 million in equip- 
ment by the end of 2014. They must also locate within the city’s 
eastern Desired Development Zone, adhere to the city’s minority- 
and women-owned business program ordinance in regard to plant 
improvements, and submit a yearly certificate of compliance. 

City Council action is required for the incentives to take hold. 
Council will convene a special-called 2pm meeting on Dec. 2 to 
receive a briefing on the proposal. At that point it will set a public 
hearing, and it will vote on the package at its next meeting, Dec. 9.

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structure’s upper levels. Hannemann has 
made the structural changes demanded by 
the city, and, Arzola said, “We told him, ‘You 
can keep it there as long as you can prove 
that it’s structurally sound.”' 

So was the cathedral ever really in danger? 
The city repeatedly said it just wanted Han- 
nemann to comply with all relevant codes, 
while Hanneman denied that he ever planned 
to demolish it. However, on June 15, the 
Save the Cathedral of Junk Facebook group 
announced that Hannemann had “decided 
to completely dismantle [the cathedral] and 
move on to other projects.” At the time, Han- 
neman said: “The City has made me alter the 
Cathedral so much that little of its original 
charm is left. They are still wanting a building 
permit for what is left. Therefore, I will be 
continuing to dismantle what remains.” 

In his Nov. 21 letter, Hannemann wrote 
that he “briefly agreed to get a demoli- 
tion permit when [Public Assembly Code 
Enforcement] asked for it. When City Hall 
heard about that, they found a way to work 
with me.” However, according to the city 
report, there was no permit talk until June 
16 - the day after his threat to dismantle 
the cathedral. Farmer reported then that 
Hannemann “said he was going to finish 
tearing it down and modify it to smaller 
sculptures.” Obtaining the permit, Farmer 
wrote, “would give him more time and the 
expertise at [Development Assistance 
Center] to assist him.” 

That wasn’t the first time there’s been 
confusion about whether the cathedral was 
ever doomed. On March 26, The Daily Texan 
reported that Hannemann told the Texan, 

“It’s gotten out there that the city is about to 
bulldoze the cathedral, but that’s not the 
story.” So why would the media think the city 
was going to send the bulldozers in? Maybe 
because of a March 24 press release from 
Hannemann and the Save the Junk group 
titled “Austin Cultural Landmark Threatened 
with Bulldozing by the City of Austin.”

Don’t Touch My Junk! 


So, is the Cathedral of Junk open for 
business as usual? 

Depends whom you ask - and how they 
define business as usual. 

For the last nine months, the future of 
the three-story art structure constructed by 
Vince "The Junk King” Hannemann in his 
South Austin backyard has been in doubt 
after the city’s Public Assembly Code 
Enforcement unit reported structural and 
safety issues. After lengthy negotiations 
and renovations, the Save the Cathedral 
of Junk group announced on Oct. 23 that 
“the City of Austin granted the Cathedral of 
Junk a building permit, ending this months 
long saga.” This was confirmed by a Nov. 16 
statement by the city of Austin’s Planning and 
Development Review Department. It seemed 
to resolve an issue that had triggered an out- 
pouring of popular support for Hannemann: 
The local arts and music communities orga- 
nized fundraisers, volunteers helped bring 
the cathedral into code, attorneys at Brown 
McCarroll provided pro bono advice, and even 
the Texas Civil Rights Project got involved. 
Back in June, Hannemann told all of his sup- 
porters, “Your efforts have helped soothe my 
bruised heart.” 

When the Chronicle reported the details 
of the agreement (see “Chapel of Junk?,” 
Nov. 19), it seems that Hannemann felt 
rebruised. In a letter sent Nov. 21, he wrote: 
“[Y]ou got it wrong. ... [T]here were never 
any ‘serious health and safety issues.’ ... 
There were never any ‘structural problems.’ 
There was an easement issue.” He also 


objected to our reporting that the agreement 
was dependent on “the condition that he 
limits public access.” He wrote, “[T]he final 
agreement does not prevent me from open- 
ing to tourists.” 

Is that what the city thinks? Not accord- 
ing to a Nov. 16 statement issued by staff 
to clarify exactly what was in the agree- 
ment. According to City Planning and 
Development Review Department spokes- 
person Sylvia Arzola: “There was word out in 
the community that we had issued the build- 
ing permit, and he could continue as he had 
always operated. We just wanted to clarify 
that, yes, we had issued the building permit, 
but there were conditions.” 

So does the agreement allow Hannemann 
to open to tourists? “No, he cannot have 
tours,” Arzola said. The city’s Nov. 16 state- 
ment said he “must not advertise the struc- 
ture as an event venue or public/tourist 
attraction, and must stop promoting the site 
on websites.” The full agreement spells out 
that Hannemann is allowed “ten guest vehi- 
cle trips a day or 30-guest vehicle trips a 
week.” That will mean far fewer visitors than 
the 10,000 a year Hannemann originally 
claimed. Since the cathedral is in his back- 
yard, Arzola said, “It’s to be treated like any 
other residence.” As for hosting weddings 
and parties, she said that’s allowed with the 
correct permits, “but not every single weekend, 
like he was before.” 

This is just the latest chapter in the back- 
and-forth between City Hall and Hannemann 
that began with the initial March 10 visit by 


city inspection officer Steve Farmer. In his 
report, Farmer found multiple violations, not 
least that the three-story structure had no 
building permit or certificate of occupancy 
and that it stretched into the property’s 
5-foot easement. Farmer also found “exten- 
sion cords were buried and led back to the 
house and were plugged into a exterior out- 
let,” as well as two out-of-code cement stair- 
cases and a ladder used to access the

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Redistricting: GOP Has Lock - 
But Dems Have Key 


It seems appropriate that the Tom DeLay 
trial would reach its climax last week - after 
all, it’s time to discuss redistricting again. 
Austin-area Democrats did just that last week 
at the Central Texas Democratic Forum, a 
monthly affair held Downtown at the Austin 
Bar Association, hearing from a panel of 
folks knowledgeable on the issue. 

With Democrats again suffering an elector- 
al beatdown, this session could bear some 
similarities to 2003 - except this time, the 
congressional redistricting will actually occur 
after the decennial census (when it is sup- 
posed to), instead of just whenever it pleases 
DeLay. But some Democrats believe there is 
one key difference between then and now: 

“For the first time since the 1960s, we have 
a Democratic Justice Department to review 
the lines through the Voting Rights Act,” 
noted Karl-Thomas Musselman, publisher of 
the Burnt Orange Report, a Democratic blog. 

Musselman was referring to Section 5 of 
the VRA, which requires certain states with a 
history of racial discrimination to have redis- 
tricting plans approved by either the 
Department of Justice or the District of 
Columbia District Court. Back in 2003, that 
meant the GOP-drawn lines (intended to 
increase the number of Texas Republicans in 
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Congress) were being reviewed by then- 
President George W. Bush’s DOJ, which 
unsurprisingly had no objections. 

Eventually, the U.S. Supreme Court mostly 
upheld the map but did rule that one dis- 
trict violated the VRA. Having an Obama 
DOJ reviewing the lines this time “will 
make a big difference,” Musselman said. 

But will it, really? Some of Musselman’s 
fellow panelists thought Dems shouldn’t 
pin too much hope on it - because 
Republicans will immediately go to the 
courts. “I think what will happen is 
Republicans will say [the review process] 
is unfair,” said Steve Bickerstaff, author 
of Lines in the Sand: Congressional 
Redistricting in Texas and the Downfall of 
Tom DeLay. “If [the GOP redistricting] is 
aggressive, you go to the court.” 

Bickerstaff said Republicans will try two 
new legal strategies this time: “One, I 
think there will be a challenge to constitu- 
tionality of the Voting Rights Act ... the 
constitutionality of Section 5,” he said. The 
other: “With the concern over immigrants, 
there is a push to try to use citizen popula- 
tion, not total population, to draw districts.” 
Currently, districts are balanced according 
to the count of all residents, whether they 
reside in the U.S. legally or not. 

Ray Martinez, chief of staff for state 
Sen. Judith Zaffirini and an election law 
instructor at UT’s LBJ School, agreed with 
Bickerstaff. “I just don’t think people are 
really focusing on that,” Martinez said. “A 
lot of Democrats feel like the saving grace 
will be the Obama civil rights division. I 
don’t think that’s true. ... Attorney General 
[Greg] Abbott can go the route of the 
courts. ... I just think that would make 
sense. If I were in their spot, that’s the 
route I would want to take.” - Lee Nichols 
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From Low Wage to No Wage 


On Nov. 18, to mark the National Day of 
Action to Stop Wage Theft, the Equal 
Justice Center and the University of Texas 
School of Law’s Transnational Worker 
Rights Clinic announced the filing of two 
wage-theft lawsuits on behalf of 20 low-wage 
workers. According to a release issued by 
the center, the suits, filed against Raintree 
Construction Inc. 
and Angel Painting 
Services, are collec- 
tive class action suits 
asking the courts to 
allow 40 other workers 
to join the lawsuits. 

The workers charge 
that they were denied 
overtime pay despite 
often working 70 
hours a week or more, 
and then were denied 
any pay at all for some 
of their work. In all, 
they estimate the 
unpaid wages at “well 
over a hundred thou- 
sand dollars.” 

Brandon Beasley, 
attorney for Raintree 
Construction, told the 
Chronicle, “In a nut- 
shell, the allegations 
are false, and the truth 
will come out in court.” 

He also denounced the 
EJC press release as 
“false and defamato- 
ry,” denied all of EJC’s 
charges, and continued: “The press release 
is an obvious attempt to manipulate the 
outcome of the lawsuit and deprive Raintree 
Construction, Inc. of a fair trial. Raintree 
Construction, Inc. paid these employees 
wages in excess of the minimum wage and 
as much as three times the minimum wage 


in some cases, and all in accordance 
with applicable law. Raintree Construction, 
Inc. does not condone the practice of any 
employer paying below minimum wage. 
Raintree Construction, Inc. conducts itself 
in all of its affairs in a legal and ethical 
fashion and does not know why it has been 
attacked with state resources with these 
baseless charges.” 
Attempts to reach 
Angel Painting Services 
were unsuccessful. 

According to EJC 
Executive Director 
Bill Beardall, “It has 
become increasingly 
common for workers 
like these to be cheat- 
ed by employers who 
exploit the specific vul- 
nerabilities of low-wage 
workers who often do 
not know their employ- 
ment rights or may be 
reluctant to exercise 
their rights for fear of 
losing their employ- 
ment lifeline in these 
hard times.” 

The Workers Defense 
Project marked the 
day of action with a 
“Unity Dinner” at 5604 
Manor; the WDP said 
it receives an average 
of 60 complaints a 
week of wage theft, 
and it has recovered 
$120,000 in unpaid wages for 100 low- 
income families this year. A WDP release 
cited a national study showing that 26% of 
low-wage workers were being paid less than 
the legal minimum wage, and 76% of workers 
weren’t being paid earned overtime.

Who’s Naughty and Nice 

Lines in the Sand: Congressional Redistricting in Texas 
and the Downfall of Tom DeLay 
by Steve Bickerstaff

As Chronicle News Editor Michael King 
wrote in his 2007 review (see “Readings,” Books, March 1, 2007), “It will become increasingly 
useful to have this material.” Indeed - if you want to understand how the past led to our pres- 
ent and what it may mean for our future, this may be required reading. - Lee Nichols 
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Environmental City: People, Place, Politics, 
and the Meaning of Modern Austin 
by William Scott Swearingen Jr. 

University of Texas Press, 295 pp., $50 

Written by urban sociologist William Scott Swearingen Jr., 
Environmental City makes a fitting companion piece to Weird City - the 
two were published just a month apart last spring. Swearingen takes a 
look back at the personalities and watershed events that shaped 
Austin’s politics and landscape over the last 80 years, exploring the 
evolution of Austin’s particular brands of “liberal” and “conservative” 
(environmentalist vs. developer) and telling the stories of those who 
fought to preserve the public spaces that have come to define not just 
the look and feel of the city (think Lady Bird Lake, Barton Springs, 
Westcave Preserve, and the hike-and-bike trails - a term coined in 
Austin) but a particular lifestyle beloved by so many who live here.

REDISTRIBUTION OF WEALTH 
TO THE FEW 

America’s unemployed and downsized 
workers are furious that corporate profits, 
stock prices, and CEO pay are up - while hir- 
ing and wages are held down. But wait - U.S. 
corporations actually are increasing their 
payrolls - just not in America. 

In a two-year period, these corporate 
giants hiked hiring in foreign countries by 
729,000 jobs, even as they cut 500,000 
jobs here. Hilton hotels, for example, 
moved a U.S. call center to the Philippines, 
calling it a move for “maximizing efficien- 
cies” - which is cold corporate jargon for 
“chasing cheap labor.” 

Likewise, the Philippines will be the new 
home of the Troy, Mich.-based telephone bank- 
ing business belonging to JPMorgan Chase, 
which hauled in $25 billion from the Wall 
Street bailout. Computer peddler Dell has 
closed its last PC factory here, while creating 
tens of thousands of PC jobs in China. And 
get this: Hewlett-Packard has dumped its 
human resources staff in 10 states, moving 
the work to Panama. Hello, human resources 
is the corporate division that ostensibly helps 
resolve worker complaints and boost employ- 
ee morale. So the message here is: “Hey, 
bud, got a problem? Take it to Panama.” 

Yet, a clueless Harvard business professor 
recently pooh-poohed any concerns about this 
outflow of American jobs: “When companies 
succeed abroad,” he said, “people at home 
succeed.” Golly, professor, I can hardly wait for 
you to enjoy the success of seeing your job 
offshored to some orangutans in Malaysia. 

Bear in mind that replacing American 
employees with low-wage foreigners does 
nothing to improve products or even make 
them cheaper. The savings on wage costs 
are simply pocketed by corporate executives 
and Wall Street financiers. It’s a massive 
redistribution of wealth from the many to the 
few. And the moneyed elites wonder why 
workaday Americans are furious. 


SOAKING SHAREHOLDERS 
FOR PERKS 

You think you’ve got financial problems, 
bucko? It’s time you considered the squeeze 
that others are feeling. For example, CEOs. 

Yeah, they’re paid a bundle, but that comes 
with its own problems, such as tax bills to pay, 
country club dues to cover, and security costs 
to protect CEOs from riffraff like you. Who do 
you think shells out for these expenses? 

Well, a group named 24/7 Wall St. has 
probed that question. Sure enough, even 
the most fabulously paid CEOs treat these 
personal expenses as perks to be paid - 
not from their own but from shareholders’ 
wallets. 

For example, Occidental Petroleum 

chieftain Ray Irani’s paycheck was more 
than $30 million last year. To dodge all the 
taxes he owed on that, Ray incurred 
$391,000 in accounting and legal fees. No 
problem, though - he just passed the bill to 
Oxy’s shareholders. 

Transportations is another pricey problem 
for corporate highfliers. You might have 
trouble getting your employer even to pay 
for the gas you use on company business, 
but you’re not Michael Jeffries, boss of 
Abercrombie & Fitch. He was paid a 
handsome $38 million last year, but he still 
billed the tony haberdasher $639,000 for 
his personal use of the corporate airplane. 

How about executive bodyguards? 
Oracle’s top dog, Larry Ellison, is a high- 
techer who keeps downsizing and offshoring 
his work force even as he upsizes his own 
take. Last year, he upsized to an eye-pop- 
ping $84 million in pay, the highest of any 
CEO. Perhaps feeling a bit vulnerable, Larry 
got Oracle to pay $1.4 million for a security 
detail to protect him. 

Even if you’re not a shareholder, you get 
to help pay for such executive perks, since 
the corporations pass along these expens- 
es to us taxpayers.

Deaf Austinites say police can’t seem to listen to reason

Esther Valdez is deaf. 

That explains some, but not all, of what 
happened to her on June 16, 2009. In the 
simplest terms, the 24-year-old found herself 
in trouble with the Austin Police Department 
- booked into jail for resisting arrest, a 
charge punishable by up to a year in jail - 
because she could not hear Officer Steven 
Willis yelling at her to stop as she walked 
along a North Austin sidewalk with her girl- 
friend, Ceci Bermudez. 

It was just before 6pm on a hot June evening 
when trouble found Valdez, who has been deaf 
since birth; she can detect some sounds with 
the help of a hearing aid, but its battery was not 
working on June 16. Valdez and Bermudez, 
who is hearing, were walking to the grocery 
store from their apartment. Rush hour traffic 
buzzed by in both directions along Metric 
Boulevard as they walked south along the side- 
walk, but the two women barely noticed 
because they were engaged in an intense, per- 
sonal conversation carried on in sign language. 

Their intensity apparently caught Willis’ 
attention as he rolled up on the women in his 
patrol car. According to his report of the inci- 
dent, he first saw the pair roughly a half-hour 
earlier, as he drove to get gas. “I observed 
that the two were walking but it seemed that 
they were having a heated discussion as I 
observed them emoting with their hands 
while speaking to one another,” he wrote. As 
he drove back in the opposite direction along 
that same route, Willis again saw the two 
women. But now, he wrote in his report, the 
two were actually fighting: “This time I 
observed that they were physically struggling 
with one another,” he wrote. “I saw them 
both pulling and grabbing at each other’s 
arms. I saw that they had gone from talking 
to a physical disturbance.” 

According to Willis, the women spotted 
him when he made a U-turn in his car to come 
up behind them. They immediately stopped 
fighting and just “stood there facing each 
other,” he wrote. When he got out of his car 
and headed toward them, they “began walking 
away from me at a fast pace.” He yelled for 
them to stop, but they didn’t; Willis had to 
run, he wrote, to catch up with them and “had 
to grab Valdez by her arm in order to get them 
to stop.” Although he notes that Bermudez 
“immediately” told him that Valdez is “hearing

even though the Americans With Disabilities 
Act makes it clear that police have a duty to 
provide effective communication to people 
with disabilities in the populations they serve. 

“The general standard in dealing with deaf/ 
[hard of hearing] individuals for APD, as well 
as other [police departments], is that they 
must provide effective communication pursu- 
ant to Title II of the [ADA],” Faye Kuo, an 
attorney who has handled numerous ADA- 
related lawsuits and who is also deaf, told the 
Chronicle. “Effective communication is not 
always easy to define in general, since what 
might be effective for one person may not be 
effective for another. So effectiveness is deter- 
mined on a case-by-case basis.” 

Austin has become a major city for deaf 
residents, in no small part because of the 
reputation of the Texas School for the Deaf 


somehow cure Valdez’s deafness. It seems 
that because Valdez, who attended main- 
stream public schools, has learned to “vocal- 
ize” fairly well, the officers completely disre- 
garded her disability. In fact, when Willis 
cuffed Valdez, he did so with her hands 
behind her back, which effectively ended any 
opportunity for her to communicate with 
him by signing or writing notes. 

Unfortunately, Valdez’s experience is not 
unique among Austin’s sizable deaf population 
- nor is it particularly unique among the 
nation’s estimated 1 million deaf people. 
(According to Gallaudet University, the nation’s 
premier educational institution for the deaf, 
there are also roughly 8 million Americans who 
are hard of hearing.) Advocates in Austin and 
elsewhere describe an ongoing problem of com- 
munication between deaf people and the police, 


impaired,” that apparently did not affect how 
he proceeded. “I saw that Valdez had a hearing 
aid,” he wrote, “and could in fact carry on a 
conversation with me.” 

Willis also decided that what he’d seen of 
their conversation had nothing to do with Val- 
dez’s inability to hear. “Bermudez and Valdez 
were not using sign when I saw them arguing 
and were not using sign to communicate with 
me,” he wrote. How he arrived at that conclu- 
sion isn’t clear. 

Willis’ report lays out the basics of the rest of 
the encounter, as he perceived it. Bermudez was 
hearing, he noted, so there was no reason that 
she didn’t stop walking when told; Valdez sup- 
posedly told him not to touch her and that the 
pair didn’t have to stop if they didn’t want to. 
Willis asked the couple what was happening, and 
they told him they were just talking and walking. 

He told them he saw them “grabbing” each other, 
which Bermudez denied. While he was talking 
with Bermudez, Valdez began texting her mother 
on her cell phone; Willis took the phone, put it 
down, and continued talking to Bermudez. 
Valdez picked up her phone and started walking 
away; Willis yelled at her to stop, but she kept 
walking. He told her to put her hands behind her 
back so he could cuff her; she didn’t comply and 
tried to pull away from him. He wresded Valdez 
to the sidewalk. According to Willis, Bermudez 
began “pulling at my hands and arms” to get him 
off Valdez. Eventually a second officer, Teressa 
Graves, arrived on the scene, and the officers 
arrested both Valdez and Bermudez and seques- 
tered them in separate police cars, eventually 
taking both to the Downtown jail. 

On its face, the encounter might appear 
mundane, even routine: Cop stops to check 
welfare of couple; couple is belligerent; cop 
tries to subdue them, and they fight; couple 
goes to jail. 

Ineffective Communication 

The main difficulty with calling this encoun- * 
ter “routine,” however, is that Valdez had no 
idea what was happening. She didn’t under- 
stand why Willis pursued her and Bermudez 
in the first place, she didn’t understand why 
she wasn’t free to text her mother or to walk 
away from him while he was talking with Ber- 
mudez, and she didn’t understand why Willis 
was grabbing at her and trying to cuff her. 

And not once during what became a three- 
hour encounter with APD did any one of the 
officers at the scene - in all there were three, 
including a supervisor (an EMS crew was also 
called to check out Valdez, who was scraped 
and limping after being forced to the ground 
by Willis) - attempt to communicate with 
Valdez in any meaningful way. Instead, as the 
police video reflects, they merely raised their 
voices and repeated the same commands 
multiple times - as if speaking louder would

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and the social service and employment 
opportunities connected to the world-class 
educational facility on South Congress 
Avenue. Stacy Landry, program manager for 
the Travis County Services for the Deaf and 
Hard of Hearing, estimates that Austin is 
home to roughly 50,000-60,000 deaf peo- 
ple. Nevertheless, problems with police 
remain commonplace and even expected by 
deaf people. “That’s nothing new to the 
deaf community,” says Paul Rutowski, pres- 
ident of the Texas Association of the Deaf. 
“Police think every deaf person has some 
level of speech skills. That’s not true.” 

Yet the APD has a written policy that 
outlines specifically what officers are sup- 
posed to do during encounters with deaf 
residents. The problem, say many folks 
active in the deaf community, is that no one 
seems to be following that policy - and, by 
extension, the requirements of the ADA. 
Landry says she’s worked with APD to try 
to ensure that officers have the training 
necessary to deal well with deaf residents, 
so she knows APD has a policy - though 
she’s never known the specifics, she says. “I 
don’t care what the policy is,” she says, 
“because it’s pretty clear that nobody there 
knows what the policy is.” 

And if the police aren’t following their 
own policy, it follows that it is only a ques- 
tion of when another encounter between 
police and a deaf resident will take a nega- 
tive turn, says attorney Alexandra Gauthier, 
who was appointed to handle Valdez’s case. 
It took more than a year for the charge 
against her to be dismissed - that finally 
happened in late August, “in the interest of 
justice,” according to the official dismissal 
form. In the aftermath, however, Valdez has 
acquired a fear of police; she says the June 
2009 incident with Willis, Graves, and 
their supervisor, Sgt. Alfred Trejo, was “the 
first time I’d ever talked to a cop.” 

Policy and Discretion 

The APD policy covering what officers 
are required to do when involved in situa- 
tions with residents who are deaf or hard- 
of-hearing - in effect since early 2000 - is 
fairly straightforward. In most traffic situa- 
tions, for example, the policy says that 
interpreters are rarely necessary. If a hearing 
person would get a citation without need- 
ing to be questioned, then “a person with a 
hearing impairment in the same situation 
does not need to be provided an interpret- 
er,” reads the policy, unless, of course, the 
officer is “unable to convey the nature of 
the infraction.” In that case, the officer can 
decide whether to call an interpreter or 
“issue a warning rather than a citation.” 

As an interaction between police and 
deaf citizens becomes more complex, it’s 
increasingly likely that an interpreter is 
required. If an arrest is imminent, police 
should call for an interpreter - available 24 
hours a day, within 30 minutes, under a 
contract the department holds with the

nonprofit company Communication Service 
for the Deaf - “if the officer is unable to con- 
vey the nature of the criminal charges.” If 
police need to interview a person to determine 
if there is probable cause that a law has been 
violated, the policy continues, “an interpreter 
must be provided if written communication is 
ineffective If an officer cannot “wait until an 
interpreter arrives,” they’re told that for minor 
offenses they should “postpone the interview 
and arrest until able to return to the scene 
with an interpreter.” For serious offenses, the 
policy instructs officers to “contact a supervi- 
sor,” who will decide whether the officer 
should wait for an interpreter. Finally, accord- 
ing to the policy, an interpreter “must be pro- 
vided” before any police interrogation. 

Although the policy has been in place for a 
decade, local advocates say there are plenty of 
examples where it was simply ignored. The 
most notorious is the Catfish Parlour incident, 
which took place June 30, 2000 - two months 
after the policy took effect. It involved a deaf- 
blind man, Richard Bell, and his deaf wife, 
Joan. After a dispute with the manager over 
the lack of a braille menu, the manager 
knocked Richard down and then called police. 
When APD Officer Daniel Arizpe arrived, he 
did not provide an interpreter even after Joan 
repeatedly asked for one; instead, Arizpe used 
only his voice to communicate that he intend- 
ed to arrest Richard. Richard didn’t know 
what was happening - or even that Arizpe was 
a cop - and when Arizpe tried to arrest him, 
he bit the officer’s arm. 

No charges were ever filed against the Bells, 
and, two years later, the city settled a federal 
lawsuit brought under the ADA on their behalf 
by the Texas Civil Rights Project. The city 
agreed to ensure that every APD officer receives 
at least four hours of training on dealing with 
individuals with disabilities, including the 
deaf and blind. (By contrast, the state’s police- 
licensing agency, the Texas Commission on 
Law Enforcement Officer Standards and 
Education, does not require any specific train- 
ing that covers the deaf or hard of hearing.) 

According to Officer Jane Pacifico, who 
handles APD’s cadet training related to the 
hearing impaired, new officers are given eight 


hours of training on dealing with deaf and 
hard-of-hearing residents (double what was 
called for under the Bell settlement), taught by 
employees of the Travis County Services for 
the Deaf and Hard of Hearing. Moreover, says 
Lt. Darryl Jamail, training supervisor, cadets 
are taught about all APD policies, including 
that which covers the provision of interpreter 
services. “All of the officers in the department 
are bound by policy,” he says. 

No policy can cover every possible situation 
that might arise, so the policy covering inter- 
preters for the hearing impaired is written to 
provide flexibility, outlining basic require- 
ments and providing a guide to when and how 
officers may use discretion. In certain kinds of 
incidents, notes Pacifico, there might be no 
immediate need to call for an interpreter. Take, 
for example, a shoplifting case, she says, 
where there are witnesses and the person is 
caught with the merchandise. In that situa- 
tion, it is likely that the suspect understands 
why he or she is being arrested, and it might 
be most practical to arrest the person and take 
him Downtown, where he’ll be provided with 
an interpreter after booking. 

“Looking through the policy,” says Jamail, 
“it is clear that a lot is left up to the officer’s 
discretion.” 


school last year, Elliott quickly made it onto 
the defense appointment list for Travis 
County’s misdemeanor courts, in large part 
because of her ability to communicate effec- 
tively with deaf clients. In just more than a 
year, she’s been appointed or hired to repre- 
sent roughly 50 deaf clients. And of those, she 
says, all but a very few have eventually had the 
charges against them dismissed by county 
prosecutors, because the majority of the 
charges filed by police have been “based on 
misunderstanding or miscommunications,” 
she says, “one of those two issues. And it’s 
either going to go back to language or to cul- 
ture. Those are the main issues when dealing 
with deaf clients.” 

In Valdez’s case, a complete lack of both 
communication and understanding led to her 
arrest, says Elliott, who was brought into the 
case by Valdez’s appointed attorney, Gauthier. 
Gauthier says that when she first met 
Valdez, she was still frightened 
and confused by what had 
happened. “It was very 
clear that Esther didn’t 
understand what was 
going on or why she 
was in trouble, but 
she was very, very

Language and Culture 

On paper the policy looks reasonable - but 
serious communication problems persist for 
deaf residents dealing with police. Amber D. 
Farrelly Elliott, an Austin defense attorney, has 
testified in court as an expert on American 
Sign Language and deaf culture. She took her 
first class in ASL at 9 years old and has been 
studying the language for 25 years. “I fell in 
love with it . . . and with deaf people and deaf 
culture,” she says. After graduating from law 



afraid,” Gauthier recently 
recalled. “With the arrest, with 
everything - every time she came 
to court she thought she was going to be 
arrested for something. It even took me a while 
to explain that I was her attorney.” With Elliott 
assisting, the communication was easier - and 
it wasn’t long before both lawyers better under- 
stood why Valdez seemed so traumatized. 

“The officer created the arrest situation by 
his behavior,” Gauthier said bluntly. Indeed, 
although the written reports filed by Willis 


and by his supervisor, Trejo, appear fairly 
straightforward, they do not comport with the 
incident as captured on Willis’ and Graves’ 
in-car video cameras, the lawyers say. “When I 
watched the tape, I was appalled - I literally 
cried the first time I watched it,” says Elliott. 
(Selections from the in-car videos are posted 
with this story at austinchronicle.com.) 

Incomprehension, Escalation 

The video of Valdez’s arrest is indeed difficult 
to watch. On the tape Willis runs toward Valdez 
and Bermudez, who are walking along the side- 
walk, while yelling at the couple to stop. “I saw 
you putting hands on each other,” he tells 
them. “We did nothing!” Bermudez protests. 

Things go rapidly downhill. Bermudez tells 
Willis that Valdez is deaf, but he is unim- 
pressed. “She can comprehend what I am try- 
ing to tell her,” but is willfully ignoring him, he 
tells Bermudez. With Willis’ atten- 
tion on Bermudez, Valdez starts 
to walk away; Willis yells at 
Valdez’s back for her to 
stop. “Hey! Hey!” he 
says and turns to grab 
her. “Put your hands 
behind your back!” 
he yells. He pushes 
her to the ground; 
she begins crying. 
“I’m deaf! I’m 
deaf!” she says. 
“Put your hands 
behind your back, 
now!” he responds, as 
she struggles to get free 
from underneath him. 
Although Willis later tells 
Trejo that Bermudez jumped on 
him and tried to pull him off Valdez, 
that is not how it appears on tape, although 
Bermudez does move in close to Willis as she 
pleads with him to get off Valdez. “Leave her 
alone!” Bermudez says. 

When Graves arrives on the scene some six 
minutes into the encounter, Valdez, who is 
weeping, tries to tell her what happened. “He 
attacked me!” she yells several times. By this 
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time Valdez is inconsolable; crying and wail- 
ing. But neither officer takes any visible steps 
to de-escalate the situation or to try to com- 
municate with Valdez about what is happen- 
ing. “Stand up! Stand up!” Willis yells at her. 
A minute later, with Valdez on her feet, still 
weeping and now limping, the officers take 
her to the back of Willis’ patrol car - she wails 
as Willis yells at her to “get in the car!” 

Valdez is in the car but still crying when 
Trejo arrives a minute later; instead of trying 
to facilitate communication, however, Trejo 
escalates the encounter by pulling out a 
pepper-spray canister and holding it ready to 
spray in Valdez’s face. “Listen up!” he yells at 
her. “Don’t move; don’t do anything, or 
you’re going to get some of this!” Not sur- 
prisingly, Valdez takes the action as a threat 
and begins crying even louder. 

While Valdez is in the back of the car, still 
weeping, Willis gives Trejo and Graves his 
version of what happened. “I know [that 
she’s deaf], but she understands a lot; she 
can hear you,” he says. “She understands 
enough.” Valdez, naturally, disputes this. “I 
did not understand what was going on or 
what the police were saying,” she told me 
through an interpreter. 

A National Problem 

To Gauthier and Elliott, the recorded epi- 
sode is disturbing at best. “Esther’s ability to 
communicate with anybody did not exist; no 
one took the time to make sure Esther could 
communicate with anybody,” Gauthier says. 
“And calming her down by opening up the 
back of the police cruiser and sticking a 
pepper-spray canister in her face? Again, not 
an effective way to communicate with her. 
The lack of understanding of the need to 
communicate with her through an interpret- 
er is unbelievable,” she continued. “There 
was no attempt for the three hours that they 
were with her to communicate with her.” 
APD officials declined to comment on the 
specifics of Valdez’s case. Contacted last 
week, Chief Art Acevedo said that he would 
review the Valdez arrest report and video and 
take “corrective action” if necessary. 

Unfortunately, says Elliott, Valdez’s experi- 
ence is far from unique - the problem of 
communication between police and deaf 
people is a national issue that often bursts 
into headlines. In 2006, a nationally known 
deaf educator and historian, Saint Paul 
College instructor Doug Bahl, was pulled 
over for a routine traffic stop in St. Paul, 
Minn.; he told the officer that he was deaf 
and asked to communicate in writing. The 
cop, “for whatever reason . . . decided that he 
would not use a pen and paper to communi- 
cate, and it just sort of escalated,” says Rick 
Macpherson, Bahl’s attorney. The officer 
reached into the car and sprayed Bahl with 
pepper spray then pulled him out of the car 
and “beats and kicks him,” Macpherson said. 
The officer arrested Bahl, who now could 
neither hear nor see; Bahl was eventually 
transported to the hospital. The officer’s 
only explanation for his actions, Macpherson 


said, was that he’d never been trained on 
how to communicate with the deaf. Word of 
what happened to Bahl “went around the 
country . . . very quickly,” Macpherson said. 

Earlier this year, video of a violent encoun- 
ter between two deaf brothers and several 
security guards outside a store in Los Angeles 
amassed more than 300,000 views on 
YouTube in the first 24 hours after it was 
posted, says Texas Association of the Deaf 
President Rutowski. That video “was really 
awful,” he says. On the video, security 
guards attack one brother whom they sus- 
pect of shoplifting, holding him on the 
ground while his brother frantically tries to 
explain that they have a receipt for their pur- 
chases. Dozens of people are milling around 
the outside of the store watching and record- 
ing the episode, but no one intervenes. “It 
was a big deal on the national news,” says 
Rutowski, but “that’s nothing new to the 
deaf community.” 

Nothing Has Changed 

Of all the deaf clients Elliott has represent- 
ed, she can’t recall a single case in which 
police have actually requested a sign-language 
interpreter to come to the scene. “I think 
that’s pretty telling,” she says. “It says a cou- 
ple of things to me: that the officers who are 
called to whatever scene it is are unaware of 
their own policy to get an interpreter, or that 
they don’t care what the situation is. Perhaps 
there’s the idea that we’ll just arrest them now 
and let the court figure it out - I hate to say 
that.” But, she adds, the “beautiful thing 
about Austin and our very large deaf commu- 
nity is that we have the infrastructure set up, 
in place already, for the officers to get an inter- 
preter to the scene, day or night, 24 hours a 
day.” Travis County courts do not keep statis- 
tics on how many deaf defendants enter the 
criminal justice system, but Landry says that 
in 2009, the county provided 11,000 hours of 
interpretation services for all purposes - 
including for the courts and jail. 

A comparable number is not available for 
the city, which contracts such services on a 
departmental basis. But for a sense of scale, 
according to APD, the department has con- 
tacted their contractor, Communication 
Service for the Deaf, to request an interpreter 
just 53 times this year. Many of those calls 
were for interrogations, says department 
spokesman Cpl. Scott Perry. (Under Texas law, 
in order to be admissible in court, all state- 
ments from deaf suspects made during a 
custodial interrogation must be facilitated by 
a certified interpreter.) However, he said, the 
number of calls for interpreters made to CSD 
doesn’t reflect the number of times that police 
communicate with deaf residents. The APD 
has three officers who know sign language - 
and who are paid a bilingual stipend for their 
skills - and patrol officers often will opt to call 
one of those officers to a scene instead of call- 
ing for a licensed CSD interpreter. 

But calling for an officer - none of whom 
are actually certified or licensed interpreters 
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- is not sufficient to ensure effective commu- 
nication, says Elliott, particularly when legal 
concepts must be explained, when a crime is 
being investigated, or when an arrest is pos- 
sible. Indeed, says Debra Patkin, a staff attor- 
ney with the National Association of the 
Deaf, the failure to call a real interpreter to 
help on-scene is a problem nationwide. 
“People all over the country contact us and 
are frustrated because many [police] refuse to 
get interpreters,” Patkin said through an 
interpreter. “Communication is vital; it is 
important to have a smooth process, espe- 
cially if there is the possibility of an arrest. It 
is better to have an interpreter there, and 
could also save everyone some time. It is an 
all-around benefit.” 

Elliott has in fact had clients who have 
tried to communicate with APD officers 
whom the department has “certified” as 
bilingual - as a rule, she says, those interac- 
tions have not been helpful. In a recent case, 
a client, “Dan” (he asked that we not use his 
real name), was pulled over on suspicion of 
drunken driving. He repeatedly wrote in 
notes to the officer that he “requires an inter- 
preter.” Instead, the officer called to the 
scene a fellow officer who he said knew sign 
language. In a recent interview through an 
interpreter, Dan said he could not under- 
stand anything the officer was saying - he 
didn’t seem to know any ASL and even had 
a hard time with basic finger spelling. 
Eventually, Dan went back to writing notes 
with the officer who had pulled him over. 
“We just wrote back and forth after we real- 
ized that bad-finger-spelling cop wasn’t 
doing very well,” he said. And although Dan 
said he continued to request an interpreter, 
none was provided. “The last time I wrote in 
big letters: ‘PLEASE, I WANT AN 

INTERPRETER,”’ he said. But the cop “per- 
sisted” in questioning him without one, and 
“I gave up writing, because he’s not giving 
me an interpreter.” Dan was eventually taken 
to jail and charged with drunken driving. 
Two months later, the charge was officially 
dismissed “in the interest of justice.” 

More disturbing was the response of officers 
involved in another DWI case Elliott is han- 
dling. In video from that stop, after the police 
have wrestled the deaf man to the ground, 
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dislodging his hearing aid, two officers can be 
heard off-camera discussing the man’s request 
for a sign-language interpreter: “He’s under 
the impression that he has the right to an 
interpreter,” the first officer says, according to 
a transcript provided by Elliott. 

“When did that law come out?” the second 
officer asks. 

“It didn’t,” the first replies. 

Further complicating matters is that written 
communication isn’t always effective or a good 
substitute for qualified interpretation, say deaf 
advocates. Writing notes is not a communica- 
tion panacea, in part because many deaf peo- 
ple, and in particular those who are prelin- 
gually deaf, are not fluent in English. A com- 
mon misconception is that being deaf doesn’t 


preclude knowledge of English - but, quite 
often, that is exactly what it means, says Wess 
Smith, sign language and assessment coordi- 
nator for the Texas School for the Deaf. Smith 
is a certified court interpreter (the highest 
level of certification for ASL speakers) and 
performs communication assessments of many 
state, county, and municipal agencies - includ- 
ing APD. Smith, who is hearing, has been 
signing for more than 20 years; if he lost his 
hearing today, he says, he could write and read 
effectively because he’s had a lifetime of 
English language acquisition and listening. 
But for individuals bom deaf, English is quite 
difficult to leam. 

“When a child’s hearing loss is prelingual 
(born deaf or hard-of-hearing, or the onset of 
hearing loss occurs before two to five years of 
age), his deafness has a profound and lifelong 
effect on his ability to acquire and understand 
English or any other oral language,” psycholo- 
gist McCay Vernon and University of 
Wisconsin law professor Michele LaVigne 
wrote in the Wisconsin Law Review. “Deaf 
children raised in . . . English-speaking house- 
holds have, by age five, an average English 
language vocabulary of under 500 words, and 
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little understanding of English syntax. These 
children enter school with a severely limited 
sense of English, and they never catch up,” 
the authors continue. By contrast, the average 
hearing child entering kindergarten has a 
vocabulary of roughly 14,000 words. The 
disparity may be shocking, but it is nonethe- 
less logical. “Written English, despite the fact 
that we can see it, is in reality nothing more 
than a symbolization of the sounds of the 
spoken language,” the authors write. “The 
process of reading requires that those sym- 
bols be decoded.” 

Elliott and fellow defense attorney Leigh 
Gonnet - who has been trying for two years 
to have a case similar to Dan’s dismissed - 
say that another problem with note-writing is 


that police routinely fail to turn over those 
notes as evidence. That’s troubling, says 
Elliott, because the notes can show how 
much the clients actually understood about 
what was happening during their encounters 
with police. Notes should be turned over as 
evidence, the lawyers say. “But I never, never 
see that writing,” Elliott says. “That’s a huge 
problem, because that’s going to be your 
proof [of whether] that person understood or 
not: What are you telling my client? What are 
they understanding?” APD training Officer 
Pacifico says department policy does not 
require that notes be submitted into evi- 
dence. Instead, that is left to the officer to 
decide, “depending on the situation and the 
type of call you have and if an officer remem- 
bers to do that,” she said. “It is not required 
of them.” 

Smith says that he’s become increasingly 
frustrated by the communication problems 


that plague the relationship between deaf 
Austinites and police. In one particular 
incident, he says, police were called to the 
Texas School for the Deaf to handle a situa- 
tion between an adult student and his 
mother. TSD requires a certified interpreter 
to handle all communications between stu- 
dents and school security guards or outside 
agency police, so Smith was paged to han- 
dle the interpretation. When he met the 
student and the APD officer, he said the 
officer dismissed him, saying that he would 
handle the communication because he’d 
been “certified” in ASL by Wess Smith. 
Apparently the man did not recognize 
Smith, who’d conducted his language 
assessment for APD. “And he dismisses me. 
... I said, ‘Okay, first of all, let me introduce 
myself: I’m Wess Smith.’” He said the offi- 
cer still tried to dismiss his services. “He 
should’ve been thrilled to have it. But it 
was more about him than about the situa- 
tion,” he said. “Where does that mentality 
come from? That you’re more important 
than the situation?” 

Since that episode, Smith says, he’s been 
wary of performing assessments for APD 
officers. He tries to make clear in each 
assessment how strong the officer’s skills 
are and what their level of proficiency is. In 
an assessment example he provided to the 
Chronicle (with the officer’s identity redact- 
ed), Smith noted that the officer’s skill level 
was that of “survival”: The officer can com- 
municate basic concepts at a “slow-to- 
moderate rate” and “with many sign vocab- 
ulary errors.” Among the signing errors the 
officer in question made, the assessment 
notes, were signing “jail” instead of “wait,” 
and “fuck you” instead of “OK.” Whether 
APD decides that an officer is proficient 
enough to receive bilingual pay is strictly up 
to the city, says Smith; it is not up to Smith 
or TSD. “Every report gets this disclaimer: 
This is a communication assessment. This is 
not an interpreting assessment.” 



Among the signing errors the APD officer made, 
Wess Smith’s ASL assessment notes, were signing “jail” 
instead of “wait,” and “fuck you” instead of “OK.” 
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There’s a difference between communi- 
cation and interpretation. Knowing some 
ASL, which is a foreign language with its 
own unique structure, or how to compe- 
tently finger-spell English words are impor- 
tant skills. But “there is a difference 
between having the skills to communicate 
and having the skills to interpret for a legal 
setting,” says Smith. “If you get into a little 
fender-bender and you have an officer who 
can sign, how great it is that you have a 
police officer who can communicate!” he 
says. “But there is a time when they have 
to stop” - when officers need to realize 
that they’ve reached the limit of their com- 
munication abilities and need to call in a 
professional for help. “And I don’t think 
they know when to stop.” 

According to Smith and Landry, all of 
these issues have been brought directly to 
the attention of APD Chief Art Acevedo, 
generally after there’s been some sort of an 
incident - like the situation with Smith at 
TSD. Still, nothing has changed. “I don’t 
know, [Acevedo] walked away with all 
these plans. He said, ‘I’m going to do this 
and that,”’ recalls Landry. But “it doesn’t 
look like anything has happened out of it.” 

Acevedo said that he has indeed met 
with deaf advocates and has toured the 
TSD facility but did not comment on the 
substance of those meetings. He says that 
he’s aware of the unique needs of Austin’s 
large deaf community but that he can only 
take action to correct problems within the 
department if the community brings them 
to his attention each and every time they 
happen. “If we don’t get the constant 
feedback,” he says, problems can’t be 
addressed. “The eyes and ears of the 
Police Department are the community we 
serve.” He agreed that yelling at a deaf 
person (as happened in Valdez’s case) is 
not an effective communication strategy. 
“That’s not going to accomplish any- 
thing,” he said. “I can’t fix [the problems] 
if people don’t come forward - and we 
need people to come forward. That is the 
key,” he said. “They need to trust the sys- 
tem and put the system on notice so that 
we can fix it.” 

Valdez would really like to see things 
change. Until last June she’d never been 
in trouble before, never even had to speak 
to a cop before. Now, she’s afraid of 
police, she says. That is unfortunate, say 
Elliott and Gauthier, who would like to 
see police take more seriously their legal 
duty to provide effective and equal com- 
munication for persons with disabilities 
such as deafness. “I think the best way to 
handle problems that have come up with 
the police is already there: Have everyone 
comply with the ADA. It’s already there. 
The APD should be aware that they 
already have a policy in place,” says 
Gauthier. “We hope that what happened 
with Esther won’t happen again and that 
her story will help them be more aware in 
the future.” ■ 
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Of Mayhem 
and Delight

Two people, a woman and a man, are in a 
state of delight. It dazzles you to see them. 
You are seeing happiness, and you almost 
never see that, not really, not all the way. They 
respond to each other with an almost animal 
intimacy that is delicate, as cats are deftly 
delicate when at play. These are intelligent 
people, but you sense their awareness of what 
intelligence alone cannot grasp. Watching, I 
say aloud: “This is what it really means to be 
human. These two, in this moment. This is 
why it’s all worth it.” 

I feel this not because they are a “couple” 
(they may not be) but because of their delighted 
understanding of the moment and each other. 

They are actors in a film, but this behavior is 
not acting. They acted up to this moment, 
but this, now, is beyond acting. And 
before you can register it fully, 
it’s gone. And that, too, is appro- 
priate and true. 

I stood up, walked up and 
down, lit a cigarette, grinned ear 
to ear, glowing with what they’d 
given me and feeling an expan- 
sive gratitude for their reminder 
of this secret of life, which we all 
know and forget, over and over: the pro- 
found delight of perfect, playful understanding 
which love, friendly or romantic, always seeks, 
sometimes finds, and rarely keeps. 

The actors are Charles Chaplin and Mabel 
Normand. Chaplin directed the film. 

For decades, this film, “Gentlemen of 
Nerve,” was virtually impossible to see. It 
was released 96 years ago under the rubric 
“Keystone - A Farce Comedy.” Rare prints 
survived here and there, none completely 
intact. The Chaplin Keystones available for 
viewing fared hardly better. We’ve watched 
grainy, blurry, choppy copies, impossible to 
enjoy fully or judge fairly. 

But now a new 4-disc set, Chaplin at 
Keystone, presents 35 of the 37 films in which 
Chaplin appeared during his first year before 
the camera: 1914. Producer Jeffrey Masino 
and renowned film preserver David Shepard 
have collected, restored, and combined the 
best elements of many prints so that most of 
these films look as good as when they were 
first screened. Chaplin’s Keystone achieve- 
ment can at last be seen for what it was and 
is: a shocking, adventurous creation. 

Alas, the set’s booklet, by Jeffrey Vance, is 
rife with inaccuracies and suppositions pre- 
sented as fact without supporting contexts. 
For instance, Vance states: “The birth of mod- 
em screen comedy occurred when Chaplin 
donned his derby hat.” Those words shunt 
aside films that go back to the 1890s and, 
most of all, the works of Mack Sennett and 
Mabel Normand from 1911 onward. Several 
credits Vance provides for the films’ directors 
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are seriously open to question, and his cast 
lists are incomplete. Worse, Vance writes as 
though Sennett’s Keystone studio, his self- 
named “university of nonsense,” was merely 
incidental to the cinema of Charles Chaplin. 

Sennett’s concerns, shared infectiously by 
Chaplin, remain far more immediate than 
those of their contemporary, D.W Griffith. 
Griffith’s sense of story was stuck in the 19th 
century. Victorian to the core, Griffith and 
his circle mightily disapproved of the irrever- 
ence Sennett relished. Griffith star Blanche 
Sweet: “We avoided the Sennett films. ... If 
you did extra work on a Sennett one- or two- 
reeler in those days, you certainly didn’t talk 
about it.” 

But Sennett sensed the essence of the 20th 
century. It was all about movement 
and about turning every assumed 
standard inside-out. 

For Griffith, a happy ending 
meant marriage. At Sennett’s 
Keystone, marriage was invari- 
ably presented as institutional- 
ized hell. In Chaplin’s Keystone 
films, every husband is interested 
any woman who is not his wife, 
and wives are often equally susceptible 
to sexual whims. Boyfriends and girlfriends 
are so fickle that rarely does a couple’s walk in 
the park end with the same partner. Spouses 
who enforce fidelity are mercilessly mocked. 
Mayhem in relationships is the (dis) order of 
the day. 

We of the 21st century forget the shock 
and titillation a 1914 audience felt when, 
in “Mabel’s Strange Predicament,” Chaplin 
ogles Mabel clad only in pajamas, her long 
hair loose and wild. Or, even more shocking: 
Mabel, a single maiden, checks into a hotel 
alone! And intends to see her intended in her 
room, before marriage! (Those are 1914 excla- 
mation points.) Books describing such behav- 
ior were often banned. Sennett’s formula: If 
you keep it moving and keep it funny, you can 
get away with anything. 

In Chaplin’s Keystones, women dare to 
smoke, though in some states that was 
against the law. In an era of elaborately 
clothed women, Keystone’s gals showed not 
only their ankles but lots of leg. Domestic 
violence was common and unpoliced back 
then, but Keystone women (especially Mabel 
Normand) did not stand still for it; when hit 
and kicked, they hit and kicked back harder. 
Griffith’s women were victims saved by men; 
Sennett’s women gave as good as they got and 
usually won. 

At Keystone, Chaplin played with sensual- 
ity as he never would again. In “The Face 
on the Bar Room Floor,” Chaplin paints 
portraits. In his studio, Cecile Arnold, the 
actress playing the subject of his portrait, is 



draped flimsily in white. Just to her right is 
a statue of a naked woman and, just to the 
right of that, another. Lower screen-right, still 
another. This is full frontal nudity, folks, with 
pubic hair more than just suggested. Chaplin 
frames his foreground action so that we never 
lose sight of the naked statues. Later, he’s a 
drunk remembering his glory days. With a 
piece of chalk he crawls across a barroom 
floor drawing circles that purport to be the 
face of his lost love, reducing the love and 
sensuality he’d known to a furious, nihilistic 
zero. This film isn’t a comedy. There’s no 
word for what it is. 

Keystone’s directors experimented auda- 
ciously. In March 1914, Sennett and George 
Nichols directed Chaplin and Minta Durfee 
Arbuckle in “Cruel, Cruel Love,” shoot- 
ing close-ups nearly a year before Griffith’s 
full employment of close-ups in The Birth 
of a Nation. Normand, directing herself 
and Chaplin in April 1914’s “Caught in a 
Cabaret,” shot an extended close-up two- 
shot. Chaplin shot close-ups in “His New 
Profession,” “Those Love Pangs,” and “Dough 
and Dynamite,” as well as the marvelous 
two-shot close-up in “Gentlemen of Nerve,” 
all released months before Birth. In Birth, 
Griffith featured close-ups as portraiture, 
outside the action, in the style of classical 
painting. The Keystone directors used such 
shots within the action, as part of the action, 
as filmmakers still do. 

In Griffith’s stories, the movies, as a social 
phenomenon, are absent. At Keystone, the 


movies are part of the story and are the story. 
Chaplin’s “Kid Auto Races at Venice, Cal.” 
and “A Busy Day” are about the fascination 
of the movie camera. “A Film Johnnie” and 
“The Masquerader” are behind-the-scenes 
movie-studio farces. “Those Love Pangs” 
ends with Chaplin in a movie theatre, one 
arm around Cecile Arnold and another 
around Vivian Edwards, but their former 
boyfriends charge in, pick up Chaplin, and 
throw him through the movie screen. The 
end. That’s what happens to movie stars. 
Metaphorically, if you like, they get thrown 
through their own screens. 

Sennett’s Tillies Punctured Romance is 
cinema’s first feature-length comedy. Mabel 
Normand and Chaplin play thieving hustlers. In 
a brilliantly acted scene, they go to the movies 
and view a comedy about people like themselves. 
Shocked and dismayed at how they appear to 
the world, they skedaddle. Deconstruction? 
Postmodern? The year is 1914. 

Director-producer Mack Sennett took a 
stand, and Chaplin followed his lead. Their 
pictures presented all that we cannot escape: 
the desires that make us what we are, the 
images that goad us toward what we want to 
be, and the happiness we sometimes stumble 
upon, if only for a little while. The movement 
was frenzied, and the only rule was that any- 
thing goes. 

The films of Keystone, especially Chaplin’s, 
heralded the 20th century, the 21st, and 
what’s to come. As Sennett said when direct- 
ing, “All right, kids, let’s make it move.” ■

AUSTIN PLAYHOUSE 


In November 2000, Don Toner held a gath- 
ering at his home to announce the formation 
of a new theatre company, Austin Playhouse. 
Ten years later to the month, Toner made 
an announcement just as momentous: He 
had a signed letter of intent with Catellus 
Development Group to move his company 
from Penn Field, its home for the past eight 
years, to the Mueller development in East 
Austin. A new 17,000-square-foot facility there 
will give Austin Playhouse more than double 
the space it has now and, more importantly, 
a home it owns. Toner’s rent at Penn Field 
has never been a bargain exactly, but rising 
costs for those 6,400 square feet - with a 
33% hike coming up on the lease in 2011 - 
forced Toner to go hunting for a better deal. 

The price tag for the new Austin Playhouse 
is estimated at $4 million: half to pay for the 
land and off-site (but nearby) parking, half to 
pay for the designs, construction, and associ- 
ated expenses, including a capital campaign. 
Toner says that $265,000 in pledges have 
been raised to date and that he intends to 
cover the remainder of the costs privately, 
even if some of it is through a small-busi- 
ness loan. He hopes to break ground in 


spring or summer 2011 and complete con- 
struction in time to open the first production 
in the space before the end of the year or in 
the first months of 2012. 

Plans for the facility place it on the south- 
ern edge of Town Center, the Mueller shop- 
ping/entertainment district southeast of Dell 
Children’s Medical Center. It would share a 
block with the proposed 40,000-square-foot 
home of the Austin Children’s Museum, also 
expected to start construction next year. The 
new playhouse’s layout by Scott Ginder of 
Dick Clark Architecture will feel familiar to 
anyone who’s been to the Penn Field play- 
house: an open lobby full of cabaret tables 
and a bar with the box office to one side, 
then a main stage theatre with a thrust stage 
and an adjacent, smaller black box space. 

The differences will be in the theatres’ sizes 
- the main stage gets bumped up from 146 
seats to more than 200, and the black box 
will seat 99 instead of 56 - and the space 
between them; the two won’t share a com- 
mon wall, as they do now, which should put 
an end to the sound bleed of the current 
venue. All the backstage facilities, including 
dressing areas and storage, get upgrades, 


and a kitchen and a classroom will be added 
off the lobby. There’s also 2,200 square feet 
free in the footprint that Austin Playhouse 
could rent to a bar or restaurant. 

One of the most exciting aspects of the 
project, though, isn’t in the new theatre but 
atop it: four stories of living/work space 
for local artists built by national nonprofit 
developer Artspace. Toner engaged the 
Minneapolis-based organization to conduct 
a pre-feasibility study for the Playhouse’s 
move, and as part of that, Artspace provided 
a preliminary analysis for construction of 
30-40 live/work units above the new facility. 
Similar Artspace projects have cost $12 mil- 


lion to $15 million, of which some $2 million 
to $4 million would need to be raised locally. 
It’s worth noting, though, that Artspace has 
more than 30 years’ experience putting 
together financing for such projects, includ- 
ing two in Texas: National Hotel Artist Lofts 
in Galveston and Elder Street Artist Lofts in 
Houston. If all the funding is secured, the 
housing could be built in two to four years. 

The curious footnote to this move is that 
Austin Playhouse is leaving its home in what 
was once a World War I airfield for a facility in 
what was once the city’s airport. One good air- 
strip deserves another. For more information, 
visit www.austinplayhouse.com.

Not when the writer is Suzan-

the job. Suzan-Lori Parks: Watch 
Me Work is a series of hourlong 
sessions in which Parks pursues her craft in a public 
space - in New York, it’s been literally at the Public 
Theater - and folks are welcome to watch or even do 
some writing themselves. Then she spends 15 min- 
utes answering questions about her work or their 
own. Next week, while she’s in Austin preparing for 
the production of her play The Book of Grace that 
she’ll direct at Zach Theatre next spring, Parks will 
host three Watch Me Work sessions in the Nowlin 
Rehearsal Studio, 1426 Toomey: Wednesday, Dec. 8, 
6-7:15pm; Thursday, Dec. 9, llam-12:15pm; and 
Saturday, Dec. 11, llam-12:15pm. See the ses- 
sions in person - all are free - or streamed live at 
www.zachtheatre.org. You can also join Parks for a 
Happy Hour/Songwriter Showcase on Zach’s Kleberg 
Stage Friday, Dec. 10, 5-7pm. She’ll perform her own 
songs and listen as local singer-songwriters sing 
theirs, too.

'EMERGENCY PROM' 

Custom-fitted comedy 

Most playwrights tend to finish a script, then find actors to match 
the characters on the page. Steve Moulds, not so much. The third-year 
fellow at the Michener Center for Writers likes to cast the play first, 
then develop the script around those specific actors. For his latest 
effort, Emergency Prom, receiving its premiere this week from the 
University of Texas’ Department of Theatre & Dance, Moulds has tai- 
lored the material to all 18 actors. How that affected his writing pro- 
cess and shaped this comedy of a young man’s attempt to recover 
from a disastrous school dance by staging a do-over was the focus of 
this interview with the Chronicle. - R.F 



Austin Chronicle: How did writing for 
specific actors change your process as 
a playwright? 

Steve Moulds: I’ve actually written four 
other plays in this manner, which is one 
of the reasons I felt confident propos- 
ing this show to the department. But 
the thing that’s different about this kind 
of process is that you have the enor- 
mous resource of the actors’ voices 
when you write. You get to know the 
actors as people - their conversational 
rhythms, their instinctual responses to 
conflict - and the characters end up 
having the actors’ psychological finger- 
prints all over them. Most of the time, 
the characters start as broad arche- 
types, and in the process of being writ- 
ten for particular people, they become 
specific human beings. 

AC: Did writing for specific actors change 
the play's direction at all? 


SM: The thing about knowing your actors 
as you’re writing is that they’re all jockey- 
ing for position in your mind. You want to 
give everyone a good role, a meaningful 
part to play, and at the very least, a solid 
punch line or moment. Characters that 
have smaller roles in the first act end up 
being huge parts of the second. This is 
the largest ensemble I’ve ever written for - 
by a factor of three, actually - and I want- 
ed to make sure every character is crucial 
to the story. A lot of that desire came from 
knowing all the actors and wanting to do 
justice to each individual’s talents. 

AC: Are any of the actors' personal prom 
experiences informing the play? 

SM: I don’t want to give away the joke, 
but the theme of the emergency prom 
comes directly from the life of one of our 
actors. Little biographical details crop up 
here and there, but not in such a way 
that you’d think they were real. In general, 


though, the stories come more out of 
common themes and motifs of everyone’s 
proms and less out of particular experi- 
ences. I mean, let’s be honest: One per- 
son’s getting drunk at prom story doesn’t 
differ too much from anyone else’s. 

AC: What personal demon are you exor- 
cising by allowing your characters a prom 
do-over? 

SM: No personal demon - although one 
of the characters has a story that is 
almost exactly my actual prom. No, I 
enjoyed my prom quite a bit. But expecta- 
tion and disappointment are part of pretty 
much every special event that you know 
in advance is going to happen, so prom 
works as a container for lots of charac- 
ters with lots of different problems.

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CHINATI: THE 
VISION OF 
DONALD JUDD

“White guys doing their thing in the des- 
ert” is how I once described the work of 
Donald Judd and friends at Chinati, the art 



compound Judd founded in 
Marfa, Texas. It was a flip- 
pant statement - one part 
dismissive, two parts defen- 
sive - meant to shorthand the 
precision-driven, isolationist, and 
sometimes colonizing (here I imagine 
my sunburned German ancestors tromping 
around New Mexico) severity associated with 
the Minimalism and land art of the 1960s 
and 1970s, particularly that work imbued with 
the kind of masculine subjectivity that never 
seems to go away completely. 

It is difficult not to note that Marfa is a 
product of American expansionism. It is also 
difficult to ignore that Judd’s work there - 
buying, reworking, and installing art in area 
buildings and ranches, first via the oil-mon- 
eyed Dia Art Foundation and later through the 
Chinati Foundation - is somewhat an extension 
of that colonial project. On the other hand, Judd 
did hand-deliver the dying town a 21st century 
tourist economy, way ahead of schedule. 

But whatever. A version of this preamble 
runs through my head every time I set the 
cruise control for Far West Texas, which only 
makes my experience of Judd’s Marfa work 
as pure pleasure more surprising. Invariably, 

I feel a start upon first glance, particularly of 
the rows of aluminium cubes in former artil- 
lery sheds, but also at the former Locker Plant 
(now a studio), or the bank building, almost 
completely untouched on the outside. 

I felt the same start upon seeing Marianne 
Stockebrand’s Chinati. It is, unbelievably, the 
first monograph on the project, and Judd’s 



longtime collaborator and longtime 
Chinati Foundation director has 
captured the lush austerity of 
the artist’s Marfa project with 
detailed narrative and subtle, 
gorgeous photographs that 
reveal the elements at play 
in the artwork. There are 
chapters devoted to each 
of the artworks at Chinati, 
as well as to Judd’s other 
local work, with civic and geo- 
graphic elements presented with 
such care and attention that they 
are inseparable from the art - just as Judd 
intended. You won’t find a sentimental, com- 
munity-minded Judd here - or probably any- 
where - but there is ample documentation 
that, as completely practical and aesthetic 
matters, the artist strove to preserve the 
town’s character, in addition to being a proto- 
xeriscaper and land preservationist. 

For those discomfited by Judd’s seeming 
contradictions - he created highly conceptual, 
formal, and repetitive pieces that somehow 
elicit strong feelings - David Raskin’s Donald 
Judd offers a comforting thesis: He meant to 
do that. Raskin, a professor at the School of 
the Art Institute of Chicago, pulls from Judd’s 
work, his philosophical influences, and his 
essays the theory that underlies his art - 
essentially, that “art adds to our world by pro- 
ducing transitions rather than meanings,” that 
art must be “interesting,” and that “interest is 
biopsychological.” If the news that, as Raskin 
writes of one of the artist’s “horizontal pro- 
gressions for the wall ... it is easier to under- 
stand and unique in terms of its math” comes 
as a letdown, the book also explores Judd’s 
history, politics, and biography in a way that 
is both fascinating and dense, approachable 
and abstract - echoing the strangely affecting 
nature of the work itself. - Cindy Widner

Whether you like the 
fact or not, George Lucas’ 

Star Wars changed sci- 
ence-fiction and fantasy art forever. Like James 
Whale’s Frankenstein or J.R.R. Tolkein’s The 
Lord of the Rings, there’s just a before and an 
after. Lucas always talked about his cinematic 
influences - Akira Kurosawa, John Huston, 

The Dam Busters - but in his introduction to 
Star Wars Art: Visions, he gives credit to paint- 
ers like Saturday Evening Post cover artist J.C. 
Leyendecker and cartoonists like Flash Gordon 
penciler Al Williamson, who shaped his sensibili- 
ties. With this collection of art inspired by his 
tales of a galaxy far, far away, as Darth Vader 
said, the circle is now complete. 

Forget the idea of back-of-sketchbook doo- 
dlings of Princess Leia in the gold bikini. John 
Mattos playfully apes Picasso in Pablo's Cantina, 
while the influence of Sir John Everett Millais’ 
iconic Ophelia is as strong as the Force in Serge 
Michaels and Michael Malm’s Padme's Dream / 



Slipping Away. Some of the most successful 
works also serve as a commentary on Lucas’ 
creation. Dave Nestler binds together Lucas’ 
obsessions with space and speed in Double 
Cheeseburger With a Side of Crumb, a cheese- 
cake-tinged mash-up of Tatooine and American 
Graffiti. Peter De Seve explores the Muppet 
link in Easy Being Green, It's Not when he puts 
the two great swamp-dwelling puppets - Yoda 
and Kermit the Frog - on the same log. More 
indirectly, H.R. Giger, whose eroticized nightmare 
designs for Alien violated the cozy world of the 
creature feature, pays his own homage. For the 
first time, he admits here that one of his most 
famous panels, 1980’s Work No. 476: N.Y. City 
XVII (Crowley) was a fever-dream inspired by 


watching The Empire Strikes Back. 

Because the Star Wars influence is so 
pervasive, it’s hard to look at Sci-Fi Art Now 
and not search for those same visual clues. 
However, while Visions' contributors are primar- 
ily American, this edition draws heavily from 
British artists, many of them veterans of cult 
UK anthology comic 2000 AD, others familiar 
to literary sci-fi fans for their book covers - the 
perennial bread-and-butter for many genre art- 
ists. Unlike Visions, this collection serves as a 
how-to guide, with creator bios and explanatory 
paragraphs bundled with their works rather 
than collected glossary-style at the rear. That 
does leave a few images, like SMS’ Edvard 
Munch-inspired Weltallschrei, a little crushed, 
but when a page explodes, as does Chris 
Askham’s DayGlo collage Rise of the Robots, 
the effect is extraordinary. 

The trade-off for this kind of book is that 
smaller images mean more new artists get 
exposure. By breaking down the work by 
themed chapters - from crinoline-draped 
steampunk to alien worlds that doff a pseu- 
dopod to H.P. Lovecraft - the breadth of both 
style and innovation within the genre blooms 
like a triffid. As legendary spaceship artist 
Chris Foss explains in his foreword, when it 
comes to sci-fi art, “We built a leviathan and 
now it’s running us over.” - Richard Whittaker 




PICTURE THIS: THE NEAR- 
SIGHTED MONKEY BOOK

When Lynda Barry’s previous volume on 
art-making, the Eisner-winning What It Is, 
came out, we commented, “Because you’re 
alive, we recommend this book to you.” We’re 
reckoning that’s still the case, you being alive 

- zombies don’t much go for reading - and so 
we’re pleased to repeat the recommendation 
for Picture This, a sequel of sorts. 

This new volume from Canada’s superla- 
tive purveyor of graphic novels, Drawn & 
Quarterly, asks, “Do you wish you could 
draw?” and proceeds, via the author’s 
inspirational, whimsical suggestions and 
proddings, to show you just how anyone 
can draw. Barry’s been drawing for decades 

- Ernie Pook's Comeek, anyone? - and here 
she’s brought along her most beloved char- 
acter, Marlys, and a strangely familiar crea- 
ture called the Near-Sighted Monkey to help 
her get the instruction across, to assist in 
wrangling examples of creative problems 
and solutions from her own life, to reveal, 
as if for the first time, what gangs of fun 
await in just unleashing a wild scribble or 
splotches of paint or found objects onto a 
sheet of paper. 

Of course, the author being who she is, 
the book can be appreciated for its graphic 
impact alone, for the hundreds of quirky, 
gorgeous renditions of people and creatures 
and objects - sequentially or otherwise, 
in watercolor, in pen and ink, in the deftly 
wielded strokes of sumi-e and calligraphy, 
in collages as simple as a kindergartner’s 
or as complex as the math framing the 
Large Hadron Collider. This is a hardcover 
book of excellent quality; it’s in full color, a 
kind of coffeetable version of Barry’s highly 
sought-after live workshop “Writing the 
Unthinkable,” and it will provide you with 
hours of fascinating information and ideas. 

Hell, just the full-page illustration of a 
rabbit on page 5 - looking even spookier 
than what Donnie Darko had to deal with - 
is worth the price of admission all by itself.

Handler in the introduction. DeVoto made 
sense of that muddle by providing exacting 
instruction in The Hour : “There are only two 
cocktails. One can be described straightfor- 
wardly. It is a slug of whiskey and it is an hon- 
est drink.” (The other cocktail of choice was 
a martini, but pity the soul who abominated it 
with vodka, or even an olive.) Fruit juices were 
described as “pestilential,” “gangrenous,” and 
“vile”; rum for “people without taste buds.” 
DeVoto, who was a longtime columnist for 
Harper's and a Pulitzer Prize winner for his 
study of the American West, was never less 
than eloquent, but he toed pure poetry with 
his description of 6pm, or cocktail time: “This 
is an hour of diminishing, of slowing down, 
of quieting.” In these reverential stretches, 
DeVoto, too, quieted that agreeably tart 
tongue of his to get at the heart of the matter. 
If he was particular, it was because he was 
passionate - and the feeling is catching.

100 Dresses, 
from the Costume 
Institute’s holdings 
at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, 
is not a page- 
turner. You’ll take 
your sweet time 
on every exquisite specimen here, enhanced 
as they are by enlarged detail insets, related 
works of art, fashion plates, and portraits of 
designers. Chosen from the Institute’s now- 
whopping collection of more than 35,000 
costumes, each piece is an example of the 
way that fashion design reflects the culture 


surrounding it, like the “At-Home Gown” from 
1876-78 that shows an early menswear influ- 
ence with its placement of floral waistcoat 
embroidery. A 1966 Rudi Gernreich design that 
can only be described as a giraffe-print body 
stocking is shown photographed by Dennis 
Hopper, and in a strange reversal, a Paco 
Rabanne 1969 sheath of metal-linked plastic 
squares is almost certainly responsible for 
Lizzy Gardiner’s 1994 Oscars dress fashioned 
from American Express cards. Yves Saint 
Laurent’s 1958 precursor to the trapeze for 
the House of Dior inspires with a white boned 
corset under a veil of embroidery on tulle, 
and Christian Francis Roth’s colorful jersey 
“Rothola” Crayon Dress from 1990 is a child’s 
first scribble. Ranging from the late 17th cen- 
tury to today, the collection includes designs 
by Paul Poiret, Coco Chanel, Gianni Versace, 
Alexander McQueen, and Vivienne Westwood, 
among others. Stunning photography and 
beautiful production make the pictures seem 
tactile, closer to your touch here than on a 
busy day in the museum. -Anne Harris

REALLY? I loathe reality TV. In fact, I 
almost never turn the TV on unless it’s to 
watch movies from TCM downloaded onto 
my DVR. But the write-ups for Bridalplasty 
made me watch it, regretfully. The premise 
is that any piece of trash deserves a chance 
at head-to-toe plastic surgery before being 
treated to a “rock star” or “Hollywood” 
wedding.

I was gathering column information about all the 
new restaurants, pastry shops, and cocktail lounges 
set to open this month when I found out that longtime 
local restaurateur Dot Hewitt passed away on Nov. 20 
at the age of 71. Dorothy “Dot” Nell Washington 
Hewitt and her husband, James, opened Dot’s Place 
in a rambling former barbecue joint on Orchid Lane in 
1980. Dot’s Place was well-known and highly regarded 
by hungry working men and women in far North Austin. 
Luckily for me, savvy readers eventually turned me on 
to her exemplary down-home Southern comfort food in 
the late Nineties. I soon joined the queue of eager din- 
ers snaking through the building to the cafeteria line 
for whole fried catfish (my personal favorite), chicken 
and dumplings, chicken-fried steak, beef tips over rice, 
or cheesy Tex-Mex enchiladas, paired with fist-sized, 
pillowy yeast rolls and generous slices of pie or bowls 
of cobbler. Not long after I met her, James Hewitt 
passed away, and she continued to operate the res- 
taurant alone. When an electrical fire burned the old 
building to the ground in 2004, the indefatigable Dot 
Hewitt served her signature dishes from a trailer, long 
before it was trendy, in order to finance a new spot. 
She reopened in a Pflugerville strip mall in 2005 and 
cooked five more years until poor health forced her to 
close earlier this year. Dot Hewitt raised children and 
grandchildren, was a pillar of her church community, 
and fed hundreds of thousands of satisfied Austinites 
during 30 years in the restaurant business. A no-non- 
sense kind of woman, Dot Hewitt was unfailingly gra- 
cious every time I interviewed her, and my only regret 
is that I never had the opportunity to tell her how 
much I admired her accomplishments - so I’m telling 
you. Dot Hewitt is one of my heroes. 

Konrad Bouffard reports he sold the 1 millionth 
jar of Round Rock Honey to Amanda Anderson and 
Chad Cosper at the Downtown Farmers’ Market on 
Saturday, Nov. 27. Turns out, Cosper was a student 
at one of Bouffard’s beekeeping classes and is now 
a beekeeper himself. 

Jenn Daly was in touch to let us know that the new 
expanded Bouldin Creek Coffeehouse at South 
First and Mary Street will be open in early December. 
Be sure to go by and check out the new digs. 

Cake art and architecture are hot trends right now, 
what with shows such as Food Network Challenge and 
the Learning Channel’s Cake Boss.

On an otherwise uneventful family visit, the original Savory Spice Shop in downtown 
Denver offered a welcome reprieve from a harsh December afternoon late last year. 
Founded in 2004 by Mike and Janet Johnston - Janet hosts Spice & Easy on the Food 
Network - the specialty store proved a true culinary delight, offering more than 140 spice 
blends as well as a variety of herbs, extracts, and sauces. Their specialty lies in unique 
combinations - the Flat Irons Prime Rib Rub, Park Hill Maple & Spice Pepper, and mild 
yellow curry, to name three personal favorites - most of which are blended on-site and 
come with recipe suggestions, such as the Red Rocks Hickory Smoke & Beer BBQ Sauce. 
These concoctions can make a gourmet chef out of just about anyone. The Lake Barkley 
Fried Chicken Seasoning, for example, is singularly responsible for the best chicken-fried 
steak batter I’ve ever come across, and that’s including a three-year stint at Clear Springs 
Restaurant in New Braunfels. As such, Savory Spice Shop’s gift boxes, which are packaged 
in themed four-, six-, and 10-jar sets ($20-48), make excellent gifts, especially the Holiday 
Feast ($24): Mulling Spices, Tiny Town Turkey Rub, Sage & Savory Stuffing Seasoning (salt- 
free), Pumpkin Pie Spice, and Citrus & Savory Brining Spices, with nutmegs, cloves, cinna- 
mon sticks, and bay leaves thrown in for good measure. 

Details for all 40 sets can be found online, but thankfully a new branch of the Savory 
Spice Shop just opened here mid-November. It’s a spice-for-spice re-creation of the original, 
with the same warm hospitality and indie spirit, thanks in no small part to the franchisee, 
Karen Aboussie. - Austin Powell

There are lots of DVD choices for TV 
fans, be they current watchers, long-ago 
watchers, or anything in between. Here are 
some suggestions: 

For fans of buddy/gal pal stories: The 

Golden Girls: 25th Anniversary Complete 
Collection (Walt Disney Home Entertainment, 
$149.99). This 21 -disc set includes all 180 
episodes of the popular series that became 
even more popular once it went into syndica- 
tion. As if that weren’t enough fun, it’s pack- 
aged in a box that resembles an oversized 
purse (a tribute to Estelle Getty’s Sophia) 
and has a few other goodies including a deck 
of playing cards. 

For a more recent, less yuks-filled, but 
entirely entertaining series, take a look at 
Men of a Certain Age: The Complete First 
Season (Warner Home Video, $39.98). Ray 
Romano of Everybody Loves Raymond fame 
reveals a more mature side playing a newly 
divorced father trying to navigate si 
gle life while managing a gambling 
problem. He’s in good company 
(and more than holds his own) 
with Scott Bakula and Andre 
Braugher, who play his friends 
and confidants. And speaking 
of Men, the series returns for a 
second season Monday, Dec. 6, at 
9pm on TNT 

For period piece fans: The Tudors: The 
Complete Series (Showtime Entertainment 
$162.99). The cable series shows the roy- 
als (in this case, King Henry VIII, et 
al.) as we’d like to imagine them 
- thin, wicked-sexy, self-cen- 
tered, and well-coifed. Lots 
of extras on this 15-disc set 
including short docs “Royal 
Manners,” “History of the 
Tudor Rose,” “Tracking the 
Tudor Dynasty,” and more. 

Fast-forwarding to more 
recent times and to this side of the 
pond, Deadwood: The Complete Series 
(HBO Home Video, $209.98) is now avail- 
able on Blu-ray. 

For fans of mind games and the 
slightly unsettling: Luther: Season 1 (BBC 
Video, $34.98). Idris Elba (so memorable 
in The Wire ) is to die for in this psychological 
crime drama about a brilliant but slightly off- 
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kilter detective whose specialty is tracking 
and bagging sociopathic murderers. A strong 
cast and even stronger scripts support Elba’s 
sexy, slightly mad, and deeply wounded per- 
formance of Luther. 

“Tell me what you don’t like about your- 
self” is the famous, unnerving opening line 
of Nip/Tuck, which is now available in a 
35-disc set, Nip/Tuck: The Complete Series 
(Warner Home Video, $149.95). The former 
FX series about two plastic surgeons who 
are both friends, partners, and adversaries 
got a little skeevy in later seasons - not 
because of the blood and gore as you might 
expect, but because not everything was 
what it seemed, and no amount of cutting 
as going to make what’s disfigured inside 
look better. 

For gleeks and nerds: Glee: The First 
Season: Gleek Gift Set With Journal (20th 
Century Fox, $59.98). I don’t know what a 
leek Gift Set With Journal” would 
include, and you don’t need to 
either. Just rest assured that your 
favorite gleeks will squeal with joy 
if they find this under the tree. 

For less vocal geeks and 
nerds, you might try Heroes: The 
Complete Series (Universal Home 
Video, $199.98), Caprica: Season 
1.5 (Universal Home Video, $49.98), 

or V: The Complete First Season (Warner 
Home Video, $32.95). 

For the nascent filmmaker out to 
change the world: Brave New Films: 
5th Anniversary Activist Collection 
(Brave New Films, $100). This 
10-disc set includes features 
and short pieces by documen- 
tarian Robert Greenwald, 
including Rethink Afghanistan, 
“The Real McCain,” Iraq for 
Sale, Wal-Mart: The High Cost 
of Low Price, and other thought- 
provoking films. The set sells for 
$100, but if you get the limited edition 
boxed set with cover art by Shepard Fairey 
(creator of the iconic Obama “Hope” poster) 
and signed by Fairey and Greenwald, the 
price leaps to $250. 

Ho ho ho!

CELEBRATE TEXAS INDEPENDENTS 

A new touring program sends small films 
far and wide throughout the state

So you’ve made your first film, you’ve 
screened it at SXSW, the Austin Film Festival, 
Sundance, and Tribeca, but - woe is you - the 
serpentine line of potential buyers and dis- 
tributors you hoped would appear out of the 
woodwork has yet to materialize. It’s like 
someone turned on the reality lights and 
everyone scattered, leaving your film to gather 
dust while you frantically fill out submission 
applications to the Peoria Underground Film 
Festival, Riga Cinebang, and other exponen- 
tially lesser-known festivals. Distribution 
blows. So what’s a filmmaker to do? 

Well, beginning this February, if they’re lucky 
enough to be from Texas, they might just find 
a savior in the new Texas Independent Film 
Network. Founded by Austin Chronicle Editor-in- 
Chief Louis Black and Screen Door Film’s 


Ryan Long, the TIFN has grand plans to create 
its own self-programmed, self-distributed net- 
work of Texan films across the entire state 
from Nacogdoches to Abilene and beyond. 

“Louis is co-owner of Watchmaker Films,” 
explains Long, “and owns the rights to The 
Whole Shootin ' Match and Tobe Hooper’s first 
film, Eggshells. I approached him about trying 
to book those into some theatres, but he 
thought that was thinking too small. His idea 
was to use the skills and contacts I’d picked 
up while running Screen Door to try and 
solve this ongoing distribution dilemma that 
small, independent filmmakers are facing.” 

Sounds like a great idea, but are there 
really enough arthouse, academic, or alterna- 
tive venues outside of Austin to create a 
statewide network of exhibitors? Like the 
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Ryan Long, 
co-founder of the 
Texas Independent 
Film Network and 
the Austin Film 
Society’s new film 
programs manager 


song says, there’s “miles and miles of 
Texas,” but a helluva lot of that big ole 
spread is not exactly alt-cinema friendly. 

Long: “The trick was finding the right venue 
and then finding the right organization that’s 
already doing this work in whatever town you 
want to screen in. I’m not trying to reinvent 
the wheel here; I’m just trying to connect the 
spokes. Because there’s a lot of organiza- 
tions in the state that are doing great work.” 

To name a few: the Southwest Alternate 
Media Project; the Museum of Fine Arts, 
Houston; Abilene’s Paramount Theatre; the 
Guadalupe Cultural Arts Center; and the Austin 
Film Society, where Long is newly installed as 
film programs manager. These and more local 


(or in some cases regional) film-friendly outfits 
already have the necessary skills to advance- 
promote, market, and generally get butts in 
seats. Long, Black, and a board of programmers 
(TIFN isn't accepting submissions) will then pre- 
screen and select films by committee. If every- 
thing goes according to plan, TIFN will be one of 
the only state-centric film exhibition organiza- 
tions going. And more importantly, it’ll provide 
Texas filmmakers - and there’s no shortage of 
’em, as pretty much anyone in Austin can attest 
- with a unique new way to get their 24 fps 
pride-and-joys seen outside of festival screen- 
ings and the occasional Alamo Ritz one-off. 

Presently TIFN is privately funded but is in 
the process of obtaining 501(c)(3) nonprofit 
status. Oh, and one more thing: The filmmak- 
ers get paid. Yeah, cash money, baby. Can I 
get a witness? Because, brothers and sisters 
in the digital filmmaking (or, heck, just plain 
old celluloid) revolution, that right there is 
some seriously righteous news. 

“I can’t disclose exactly how much we’ll be 
paying the filmmakers,” says Long, “but 
there’s money in it for them. It’s also a great 
marketing and promotional tool and a purely 
Texan way of getting their hard work seen 
throughout the state.” 

Amen to that. ■ 


A FORBIDDEN LOOK INSIDE 
THE HOUSE OF ACKERMAN: A 
PHOTOGRAPHIC TOUR OF THE 
LEGENDARY ACKERMANSION

Arriving alongside the recent announcement 
that Austin’s king geek, Harry Knowles, of Ain’t 
It Cool News, will be taking over the editorial 
reins for the online version of the recently 
reincarnated Famous Monsters of 
Filmland magazine, this pictorial 
peek behind the creaking doors 
of fabled FM founder Forrest J 
Ackerman’s overstuffed abode is 
well-timed if not exactly a paragon 
of punctilious publishing aesthet- 
ics. To wit: This one’s for the 
fan-addicts, the monster kids 
who came of age during FM’ s 
heyday during the mid-Sixties to 
early Eighties, and those mad 
for the minutiae of monster 
world ephemera. Design majors, on 
the other paw, will shriek and fork 
the evil eye before bursting into 
columns of green flame when see- 
ing the fanzine-esque whirlwind of 
less-than-fantastique layout choices 
on view. The table of contents alone 
is enough to drive publishing perfec- 
tionists mad, mad I tell you, but authors 
Astrella and Greene have come to praise 
Ackerman, not to bury him (been there, dug 
that), and thus the cheapo look of this pricey 
book can be forgiven. More than anything else, 
this is a labor of love, and it shows in every 
grainy, four-color snapshot. House of Ackerman 
is, in essence, a bold attempt to re-create, 
via photos (some blurry, some poorly lit, but 
many downright amazing), the experience of 
visiting Ackerman’s beloved horror and science- 


fiction-film-themed home, the Ackermansion 
in “Hollyweird, Karloffornia,” which the owner 
regularly opened to fans, friends, and tourists 
alike from 1951 until shortly before his death in 
2008. A brief word of - as the late, pun-happy 
Ackerman would so cuttingly put it - axepla- 
nation for those unfamiliar with Ackerman’s 
lengthy, genrefied curriculum vitae: This is the 
man who coined the phrase “sci-fi,” palled 
around with best friends Ray Bradbury and Ray 
Harryhausen, and influenced everyone from 
Stephen King to Joe Dante, 

John Landis (who provides a 
heartfelt introduction) to Steven 
Spielberg. In short, the man 
who made the men who made 
the monsters. Visual treasures 
abound: photographs (with 
accompanying explanatory text) 
of the cape and oh-so-pointy 
dental prosthetics Lon Chaney Sr. 
donned in the legendary lost film 
London After Midnight, the ornate 
signet ring Bela Lugosi wore in 
Tod Browning’s Dracula, an early 

- and rejected (oh, the ignominy) 

- manuscript tossed over the tran- 
som by a hopeful teenage Stephen 
King, and pioneering stop-motion 
animator Willis O’Brien’s original, 

articulated model for King Kong, which 
currently resides in another, presumably 
equally splendid, household - that of Steven 
Spielberg. House of Ackerman is a droolworthy 
tour for the boys and ghouls who never got 
the chance to make the actual pilgrimage to 
Uncle Forry’s manse on their own. And if it’s a 
bit rough around the edges, is somewhat over- 
stuffed, or even occasionally threatens to slip 
over the edge into headache-inducing aesthetic 
fanarchy, well, so much the better. After all, you 
did axe for it, didn’t you? - M.S. 




New Downtown arthouse theatre plans 
soft opening in spring 

Construction work is under way on the Violet Crown Cinema, one of the newest addi- 
tions to Downtown. When owner and operator Bill Banowsky offered to show me around 
the building site and explain his vision for the forthcoming venue, I grabbed my hard hat 
and skipped down to Second Street for a pre-Thanksgiving treat. Banowsky, a former 
chief executive officer with Landmark Theatres, a founder of Magnolia Pictures, and 
founder and owner of Carolina Cinemas, knows his way around a movie theatre. The 
Violet Crown will program arthouse movies and is located on West Second Street on 
the second floor of the AMLI building. An attached parking garage will provide easy 
access and permit four hours of free parking with ticket validation. 

Banowsky explains that there will be four auditoriums, with roughly 50 seats each and 
full stadium seating. “We’ll have a very large bar and cafe area,” he says, with three dis- 
crete areas and an outdoor patio that will serve “really great and affordable wines, cock- 
tails, and beers.” There will also be “some nice, hearty, and quality appetizers and tradi- 
tional cinema concession items as well.” There won’t be waiters inside the auditoriums, 
but “we will have seats with tables on them, however, and encourage people to bring 
food and drink inside the auditoriums.” Banowsky is adamant that the theatre will be 
commercial-free and plans a soft opening in March 2011. - Marjorie Baumgarten 
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A Game for 
Every Player 

And a gift for every gamer 
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RATED E FOR EVERYONE 

Yes, these games are rated E for Everyone, 
but does Everyone truly dig yarn? That’s 
the premise at least behind the admittedly 
adorable side-scroller Kirby's Epic Yarn 
(Nintendo, $50), which seems to be target- 
ing future knitters of America, or maybe 
kids with a yen for interior decoration (part 
of the game involves rearranging furniture, 
no lie). Far more action-intensive is Donkey 
Kong Country Returns (Nintendo, $50), but 
you’d forgive a rampaging ape for stopping 
to admire the eye-popping poisonous frogs 
and tiki beasts. And for Everyone who isn’t 
a natural at gaming, Kong has a handy fail- 
safe - when you’re down to your last life, the 
game gently suggests you let Super Kong 
run through the course and show you how 
it’s done. Just Dance 2 (UBIsoft, $40) is 
less inclined to hold your hand: This addic- 
tive dance game doesn’t include additional 
instruction on all the complicated shake-your- 
moneymaker moves, but rather throws you on 
the disco floor to mimic whatever the dancer 
onscreen does. It’s tough but ludicrously fun 
with a crowd: You can do duets - anybody up 
for the Charleston? - or battle dance from 
the comfort of your rec room. (The music is 
varied - from “Hey Ya” to this year’s hits - but 
when you’ve got the dance fever, it’s easy to 
burn through the 50-some song cycle; you can 
purchase additional songs and choreography 
with Wii Points.) When you’re physically spent 
from all the body movin’ (yup, it includes that 
gem), you can give your brain a workout with 
the cheeky Super Scribblenauts (Warner 
Bros., $30), for the handheld Nintendo DS. 
Every challenge involves a sticky jam - how to 
descend from a cliff ledge to the floor safely, 
for instance, or eradicate a dinosaur colony 
- wherein you tap the imagination and type 
in whatever you can think of - a parachute 
or bouncy mattress for the former, bubonic 
plague for the latter - and watch as the game 
does your bidding. Because encouraging a 
God complex in kids is always good fun.

ARMCHAIR SPORTSMEN 

Whether you have a taste for speed, blood, 
or rim-rattling dunks, EA Sports has the stock- 
ing stuffers you need for your game-playing 
brood. These three disparate titles all have 
one thing in common: They are way more fun 
when played with others. While the holidays 
are meant to be spent with loved ones, pack- 
ing on pounds and arguing over inconsequen- 
tial nonsense, couldn’t you better pass the 
time by dominating your friends and family on 
the court, in the hexagon, or on the track? 

Some may question whether mixed-martial 
arts fighting is a legitimate sport (there’s 
a winner and a loser, so it fits my loose 
criteria), but there’s no denying the thrill of 
smashing your opponent’s face to mush as 
blood splatters the ring and the sheen of well- 
earned sweat shines on your back. EA Sports 
MMA ($60) offers multiple fighting disciplines 
(as well as different rules and locations) and 
many of the big MMA names as playable char- 
acters. The game does an excellent job ren- 
dering the fighters, with the undersized heads 
in contrast to their bulking bodies most likely 
a realistic representation. 

Being a realistic basketball sim is not the 
goal of NBA Jam ($50). A reboot - more of 
an homage, really - of the 1993 arcade-style 
basketball game, the b-ball purists in your 
family will not approve. But screw them - this 
game is so much fun they’ll soon be throw- 
ing down massive dunks from the free throw 
line along with the rest of the family. Neither 
fans of the original nor newbies accustomed 
to 2010-style gameplay and graphics will be 
disappointed. The graphics pick up where the 
’93 version left off, with realistic player like- 
nesses and some nice arcade-style touches, 
like the now-legendary big-head mode. Nets 
catch on fire and there are no fouls - really, 
no rules whatsoever, only the numbers on the 
scoreboard. Repeat plays are rewarded with 




LOOK MA! NO CONTROLLER! 

The gaming world is aflurry over Kinect, 
the new motion-controlled sensor for the 
Xbox 360. As with the equally inventive Wii 
remotes released a few years back, hard- 
core gamers are skeptical of the technol- 
ogy’s limitations, while casual players are 
enraptured by the possibilities. The truth, 
of course, lies somewhere in between. 
What the iPhone did for touch screens, 
the Kinect will do for motion sensing and 
voice recognition: Take the technology to 
the masses. 

Put the ominous-looking camera on or in 
front of your TV, and prepare to be wowed, 
as you talk and move the screen with hand 
gestures a la Minority Report. It’s liberating 
and surprisingly short on glitches. However, 
this Jetsons-esque creation is being con- 
nected to four-year-old technology, so the 
system menus aren’t all accessible using 
just your hands and voice, forcing players 
to grab for their trusty controllers now and 
again. Kinect requires six feet of furniture- 
free space between the sensor and you, 
but at least seven feet is recommended to 
avoid movement-recognition problems or to 
include a second player. Those with limited 
square footage should consider not buying 
the Kinect or redecorating. 

The $150 sensor comes with Kinect 
Adventures!, which, in addition to Kinect 
Sports ($50), puts the system’s best foot 
forward. It’s easy to get lost in games like 


table tennis and forget that you don’t have 
a paddle in your hand, but a surprising 
number of games involve flailing of some 
sort. The lack of buttons to indicate the 
release of a bowling ball or javelin are 
noticeable if you’ve played the Wii. All in 
all these games do the system justice. 
Frustrating titles like MotionSports and 
Fighters Uncaged do nothing but show 
developers’ inability to understand the 
Kinect’s capabilities. Harmonix, the com- 
pany that brought you Rock Band , has 
created the Kinect’s best title, Dance 
Central ($50). The game isn’t perfect, but 
it still stands head and shoulders above 
other dance emulators - partly because of 
the many lessons Harmonix has learned 
from years in the music game biz, but also 
because it tracks your entire body instead 
of just your feet (ahem, Dance Dance 
Revolution) or hands (ahem, Wii dance 
games). Working up a sweat while embar- 
rassing yourself? That’s the making of a 
great party game. 

While Sony’s PlayStation Move decided 
to play it safe and perfect what Nintendo 
had created with the Wiimote, Microsoft 
has stepped into the unknown and pro- 
duced something intriguingly and intrepidly 
flawed. - James Renovitch

HARDCORE SURESHOTS 

Don’t have the insight into the gift recipi- 
ent’s tastes? Here are a few sequels (all 
rated M for Mature) that don’t stray far from 
their predecessors, but coming from such 
great stock, they don’t really need to. 

As a sequel to Fallout 3, Fallout: New 
Vegas (Bethesda Softworks, $60) offers 
little improvement over the previous iteration 
except for a shift in setting to the deserts sur- 
rounding a post-apocalyptic Las Vegas. The 
game offers the highly replayable combination 
of role-playing and action that one expects 
from the series. 

Assassin's Creed: Brotherhood (Ubisoft, 
$60) throws some team leadership challenges 
in with the weapon-infused combination of 
parkour and swordplay that made the original 
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game so compelling. This is wish-fulfillment 
at its finest, as the player leaps, dives, 
climbs, and shoots his way around an intri- 
cately rendered Renaissance Rome. 

If all you know is that your intended gift 
receiver has an Xbox 360, it’s hard to go 
wrong with Fable III (Microsoft Game Studios, 
$60). Everyone from veteran gamers to casual 
controller-jockeys can enjoy this story of a 
king’s rise to power and subsequent reign. 

The simplified controls unclutter the screen 
and let the immersive world of Albion sur- 
round players. Whether they want to slash 
and shoot or just interact with townspeople 
like characters in The Sims, no one is left 
with the short end of the gameplay stick. 
Creator Peter Molyneux again allows players 
to choose the noble path or execute and steal 
their way to infamy, which may not be unique 
anymore, but his sense of humor inhabits 
every corner of the game. Additionally, as a 
gay gamer, I say the rare ability to choose 
your character’s gender and the gender of 
your betrothed can’t be overstated. - J.R.

PLASTIC ROCK STARS 

Since the release of Guitar Hero and its 
guitarlike controller in 2005, the world has 
been inundated with music emulations and 
their increasingly numerous peripherals. These 
days, to get the band back together, you have 
to drop roughly $500. That number is the total 
of what you would need to play Rock Band 
3 (MTV Games) to its full capabilities. Here’s 
the math: game ($60) + keyboard ($80) + pro 
drums with cymbals ($130) + pro guitar ($150) 
+ standard guitar played as bass ($60) + two 
microphones, one for background vocals ($60) 
= cluttered living room. Luckily for the sea- 
son’s gift givers, most people either already 
have some of the peripherals or would rather 
not jump into the deep end of music gaming. 
For the veteran faux-musician, a pro drum set 
or guitar might be nice assuming they have 
the game already. Noobs might just want the 
game, a standard guitar, and a microphone. 
Either way, the price tag makes this strictly for 
the people on the nice list. 

DJ Hero 2 (Activision, $60) improves on 
the engrossing original by adding a freestyle 
function that lets players crossfade, scratch, 
or add samples in certain areas for extra 
points. This takes an already invigorating 
experience even deeper as the party relies 
solely on your skills on the wheel of steel 
(or plastic in this case). If you already have 
a first-generation turntable there’s no need 
to purchase another, since there have been 
no changes from the original. The game/ 
turntable bundle runs $100, or you can go 
for bonus points with the two-turntables-and- 
a-microphone combo for $150. In terms of 
quality and unadulterated thrills of the roar- 
ing electronic crowd, RB3 and DJ Hero 2 are 
cut from the same superlative cloth. 

Lower on the hip-hop music game totem pole 
is DefJam Rapstar (Konami, $60), a sing- 
along game for those who like their karaoke 
extremely difficult. If you haven’t been humili- 
ated by trying to perform that rap song that you 
think you know in public, be prepared to do it 
here. The somewhat meager and awkwardly 
censored 45-song track list covers the bases

well with “Run’s House” on first, “Gin and Juice” 
on second, and “A Milli” playing third. Try your 
hand at freestyling over one of the 15 instrumen- 
tal tracks if you dare.

Last and least is Power Gig: Rise of the 
SixString (Seven45 Studios, $180) complete 
with a working electric guitar. That’s right - 
when you’re done with the game, you can plug 
into an amp and start a real band. Too bad 
the game itself is so embarrassingly bad that 
music purists who revel in their finger calluses 
will be quickly disappointed. The game was like- 
ly rushed to beat Rock Band 3 to the shelves, 
evidenced by the lack of guitar lessons with a 
game that has you paying for an instrument no 
one would be seen playing on stage. - J.R.

Last Friday morning, Willie Nelson was arrested at a border patrol 

^ checkpoint on 1-10 in Sierra Blanca, Texas, after officials first smelled and 

then reportedly seized 6 ounces of marijuana from his tour bus, the 
Honeysuckle Rose III. The 77-year-old icon was charged with only 2 to 4 
ounces of the substance, a class A misdemeanor. 

“He could get 180 days in county jail,” Hudspeth County Sheriff Arvin 
J West told El Paso Times of the charges, which carry a maximum punish- 

ment of one year in jail, a $4,000 fine, and three years of probation. “[I]f he 
^ does, I’m going to make him cook and clean.” 

Nelson posted a $2,500 bond and was released after four hours in the 
•j3 clink. “He said he feels great,” harmonica player Mickey Raphael relayed 
^ to Rolling Stone. “He lost six ounces.”

h “l just called to say I think it’s bloody criminal,” offers Ian McLagan. “All 
he does is make beauty and share it with the world. So what if he smokes 

O pot? I mean, what the fuck?” 

“You know how they had Prop 19 in California,” spouts Shawn Sahm of 
the Texas Tornados. “We need Prop 420 here in Texas, a law that makes 
Willie exempt from being busted for pot.” 

A noted spokesperson for the National Organization for the Reform 
of Marijuana Laws, Nelson has an even better idea: the Teapot Party, a grassroots move- 
ment akin to Jon Stewart’s Rally To Restore Sanity. “We lean a little to the left,” joked 
Nelson to CelebStoner.com before outlining his platform. “Tax it, regulate it and legalize it. 

And stop the border wars over drugs. Why should the drug lords make all the money? 
Thousands of lives will be saved.” 

Turner’s inclined to agree. “It’s time for a national debate on the issue,” he says. “Not just 
on marijuana but other drugs as well. The prohibition has caused a lot of violence.” 

Nelson’s personal engineer, Matt Hubbard of 7 Walkers (see “Swampadelic,” Nov. 24), 
has already recorded the Teapot Party’s unofficial theme song, “Weedaholic,” a new country- 
jazz standard featuring Nelson on guitar and background vocals. Stream the tune at 
austinchronicle.com/earache, and join the movement at www.facebook.com/teapotparty.

Nelson duets with his Dukes of Hazzard co-star Jessica Simpson on “Merry 
Christmas Baby” from her new holiday album, Happy Christmas. 

The follow-up to 2009’s Willie and the Wheel collaboration has been pushed back 
indefinitely. “Willie’s got like four albums coming out next year,” reasons Ray Benson. 
“We’ll put ours in the can and see what happens five years from now.” 

An extended version of the Nelson Family Band has recorded a cover of the 
Rolling Stones’ “Wild Horses.” The benefit single aims to raise awareness for the 
Restore Our American Mustang Act, a perpetually stalled bill that would require 
the Bureau of Land Management to return to the acreage guidelines of the 1971 
Wild Free-Roaming Horses and Burros Act. “Those mustangs are a symbol of 
American freedom,” posits Matt Hubbard, “and the West is being lost for them.”

Matt Hubbard, keyboardist, engineer 

“For health reasons, he switched to a 
vaporizer about two years ago. He’ll be the 
host and hand the glass pipe around to the 
people in the circle. It’s like a hookah. He 
has to explain what the hell it is and its ben- 
efits. Of course, he’s never really learned to 
use it right. He always turns it up too hot so 
it burns the smoke anyway, but that’s beside 
the point.” 

Jesse Dayton, country outlaw 

“I recorded my first record [1995’s Raisin’ 
Cain] at Pedernales [Studio]. I walked out 
the back door one night and Willie was stand- 
ing out there, smoking a joint by himself. I 
hadn’t met him at all yet, but I walked out 
there and we burned one together. It didn’t 
make me paranoid. It made me happy. It was 
awesome. I ended up going on tour with him, 
opening nine shows up in the Midwest. If only 
the back of that bus could tell those stories.” 

Ray Benson, Asleep at the Wheel 

“The first time I remember was in 1973, 
on the bus outside of 57 Doors in Dallas. 

We were genuinely impressed. Back in the 
day, when you’d bring someone on the bus, 
Willie would hand them a joint. Even if they 
didn’t smoke, they’d be like: 'Oh my god. 
Willie handed me a joint. I have to smoke it.’ 
I’ve seen more people stumble off that bus 
and fall on their face or just not know where 
the hell they are than you can even imagine.” 


Joe Nick Patoski, author of the essential 
Willie Nelson: An Epic Life 

“I used to kid Willie that he used marijuana 
around journalists to make them so stupid 
they wouldn’t know what to ask. When I was 
working on the biography, Willie invited me on 
board the bus in San Francisco one night and 
we wound up in Santa Rosa in Sonoma 
County, where I spent an off-day with him. 

Each round of interviews concluded at my own 
behest because I was so stoned I forgot what 
I asked him, forgot what he said, and couldn’t 
remember a follow-up question. He smoked 
me under the table.” 

Andy Langer, KGSR personality 

“For a moment, I was the link between 
Willie and Snoop. I smoked once more with 
Willie two years ago at Bonnaroo. He played 
me the just-recorded Willie and Snoop duet 
[“My Medicine”], cueing it up inside the bus, 
outside the stage. My thinking was: A) It’s 
Willie; B) I’m at Bonnaroo, where you 
wouldn’t bat an eye at drug use; and C) it 
brought everything full circle.” 

Keith Richards, the Rolling Stones 

[From the guitarist’s new autobiography, 
Life]: “Willie’s fantastic. He has a guy with a 
turned-over Frisbee, rolling, rolling, rolling. A 
beautiful weedhead, is Willie. I mean 
straight out of bed. At least I wait 10 min- 
utes in the morning.”

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Gotta Get up 



The armchair psychology of musicians, 
especially those we ascribe genius status to, 
used to hold more mythical weight. Nowadays 
there’s a clinical sting to troubled talent - one 
star’s addiction becomes a fan’s obsession via 
the media. The idea of the tortured genius 
seems almost silly today, yet John Scheinfeld’s 
documentary on the titular songwriter, Who 
Is Harry Nilsson (And Why Is Everybody Talkin’ 
About Him)?, lends it the weight not of myth 
but rather humanity. 

Nilsson, the vocal stylist behind 
“Everybody’s Talkin’” and “Without You,” is 
interesting more for his pathos than for bad 
habits. Those songs create muscle memory 
for some warm, nostalgic time in the not-so- 
distant pop past even though you might not 
know the singer. As an artist, Nilsson picked 
his battles and stuck with them. His voice, as 
an associate says in the film, he wielded like a 
“medical instrument - it could heal you.” 

Ask a fan about the singer, and you’ll usu- 
ally hear some variation of the same story: I 
heard one song and had to find everything he 
did. Nilsson Schmilsson from 1971 sums up 
the appeal: On the cover he’s wearing a bath- 
robe and holding some sort of pipe, and the 
look on his face suggests a poor man’s Hugh 
Hefner. Inside, however, the voice is rich and 
heavy, something otherworldy. 

“I was doing a college radio show, and we 
could play whatever we wanted,” Scheinfeld 
recalls of Oberlin College in the early 1970s. 
“I came across Pandemonium Shadow Show, 
and there’s a track called ‘You Can’t Do That.’ 
I thought, ‘Oh some bad Beatles cover guy 
wove together the titles of a bunch of Beatles 
songs.’ But wow. I really got into it. 

“Flash forward: His attorney asked me if 
I’d be interested in doing a film, so I started 
researching him. The more I read, the more I 
realized I had a very complex subject, which 
is, of course, what you want.” 

It took Scheinfeld, who also made 2006 ’s 
The U.S. vs. John Lennon, six years to finish Who 


Is Harry Nilsson?, and the newly released DVD 
does a fair job answering the who, why, and 
what. It opens with a shot of Nilsson in a hos- 
pital bed, sunglasses on, probably in the 1990s, 
which essentially introduces us to his life from 
his death, which came a couple of days before 
the 1994 Northridge, Calif., earthquake. 

Before the bitter end, Nilsson’s life is truly 
one of those L.A. stories with magic chapters: 
A 15-year-old dropout makes the epic pilgrim- 
age from Brooklyn to California and eventually 
stumbles into a music studio. In audio record- 
ings found by Scheinfeld, Nilsson recounts 
how, over the course of a couple weeks in 
the late 1960s, he received long-distance 5am 
calls from John Lennon and Paul McCartney 
praising his talents. 

Nilsson, the vocal stylist 
behind “Everybody’s 
Talkin’” and “Without You,” 
is interesting more for his 
pathos than for bad habits. 

“So the next Monday,” says Nilsson, “I get 
up, comb my hair at 5am, waiting for a call 
from Ringo. There was no call. But he ended 
up being the best man at my wedding.” 

“It was one of those things, a godsend,” 
Scheinfeld says of the audio. “Anytime I start 
a film, I think, ‘Do I need the voice-of-God 
narrator?’ We had all these people, but we 
still had some holes. [Nilsson’s widow] Una 
allowed me to come and rummage through 
the house. In one box I found reference to 
Harry’s biography. In the last three years of 
his life, he had started to record his memories, 
and we found three to four hours of tape, him 
reflecting on his life. 

“To have the subject tell the story in his 
own words adds to the emotional content.” 
The film moves through Nilsson’s life by 
album, focusing on his successful late-1960s/ 


early- 19 70s arc through archival photos and 
interviews with friends like Van Dyke Parks, 
Yoko Ono, and Micky Dolenz. His brotherly 
kinship with the Beatles is paired with Nilsson 
and Lennon’s 1973 “bender,” which produced, 
among other things, the singular Pussy Cats. 
The saddest part of the film is no doubt when 
Nilsson kills his voice during that recording 
session in a pissing match with Lennon. 

“I think it was purposeful but not con- 
scious,” offers Scheinfeld. “I think it was Eric 
Idle who said he thought Harry didn’t feel he 
deserved all the attention, the fame. When I 
make a film, there’s not one moment, it’s the 
whole life. So that’s a moment, but so is the 
bad childhood, being abandoned by his father, 
dealing with his mother’s alcoholism. It cre- 
ated a guy with low self-esteem. So Idle’s right, 
and if you go through life like that .... 

“It’s dime-store psychology, but self-destruc- 
tion was a big part of it.” 

We see the dark for sure and the bittersweet 
catch-22 of his later career: bankruptcy, kids, 
health issues. There are also the eccentricities: 
“Good Old Desk” was his way of talking about 
G.O.D.; he never toured because he didn’t want 
to have to be “on” every night; he’s known as the 
guy who (with Lennon) heckled the Smothers 
Brothers while drunk on Brandy Alexanders. 

The one problem with Who Is Harry 
Nilsson ?? It could have used a more inventive 
editor. The photo stills and archival studio 
footage offer a grainy look into the often 
bizarre process of recording and living with 
Nilsson, but they’re too often thrown together 
without real finesse. Still, that rare stuff, like 
the filming of the Son of Schmilsson sessions, 
was another godsend for Scheinfeld. 

“We discovered it had been shipped to a salt 
mine in Pennsylvania, so we had some devel- 
oped,” he says. “That was fun - the treasure 
hunting. I called up Playboy to license a clip 
from when Harry was on Playboy After Dark, and 
we were dealing with a woman with a bit of atti- 
tude who basically told us it wasn’t going to hap- 
pen. I wrote a passionate letter to Hugh Hefner, 
and three days later, I get a call from his number 
two guy, and he said: ‘Hugh loved Harry. You 
can use whatever you want, no charge.’ That 
was the kind of cooperation we got.” 

The DVD extras feature 90 minutes of deleted 
scenes and anecdotes from friends and family, 
including four of his seven children, as well as 
videos and rare TV clips, which fans will eat 
up. As a documentary, it gets right the balance 
of emotion and ego, and it’s a quick fix for 
the common Nilsson problem, one Scheinfeld 
explained to a class he taught recently: “You 
know the music, but you don’t know the man.” 

“There was a scene we had to cut, when he 
was at a party and overheard a famous, old 
movie star say that if he didn’t find $50,000 
by next Wednesday, he’d have to sell his 
house. Harry didn’t know the guy, but the 
next day a check for that amount showed up 
in the mail. He could do that; he could be 
generous. There were many Harrys: the party 
animal, the loving father, the guy who loved 
the fame, and the guy who hated the fame. 
All of those things were there in him; it was a 
contest with himself. ” ■ 


The Nilsson Five

Pandemonium Shadow Show (1967) 
His second album, when 
he was still just known as 
Nilsson, mainly showcases 
his voice as an acrobatic 
feat all its own and his 
knack for overdubbing his 
vocals seamlessly. This 
made the Beatles take note. Highlights: 

“Cuddly Toy,” “1941,” “Without Her.” 

Nilsson Sings Newman (1970) 

As literal as the title, 
but nonetheless a nice 
take for those who might 
not be fans of fellow pia- 
nist Randy Newman’s 
voice. Nilsson does 
great, heartfelt reinter- 
pretations, and certainly his sense of humor 
and melody help. Highlights: “Vine St.,” 
“Living Without You.” ★★★ 

Nilsson Schmilsson (1971) 

Nilsson and producer 
Richard Perry wanted this 
to be a Beatles-caliber 
album, and indeed the 
singer won another 
Grammy for it. This was 
him feeling confident and 
in the zone, and it’s good from start (“Gotta 
Get Up”) to finish. Highlights: “The Moonbeam 
Song,” “Down,” “Without You,” and “Jump 
Into the Fire,” which soundtracks a pivotal 
sequence in Goodfellas. ★★★★ 

Son of Schmilsson (1972) 

Bristling from the criti- 
cal acclaim of Nilsson 
Schmilsson, he took a 
hard left. The production, 
again with Perry, was 
fractious and substance- 
fueled, the result uneven, 
but the album’s gems show the two worked 
better together than alone. Highlights: “Joy,” 
“Remember (Christmas),” “I’d Rather Be 
Dead,” and “You’re Breakin’ My Heart,” 
which precedes Cee-Lo’s “Fuck You” by more 
than three decades. ★★★ 

Pussy Cats (1974) 

Nilsson had just 
done A Little Touch of 
Schmilsson in the Night, 
a collection of standards 
showcasing his Broadway 
voice, when he and new 
best friend John Lennon collided in L.A. 
nose first. That legendary bender birthed this 
Lennon-produced curiosity, and you can hear 
Nilsson’s broken voice from the first notes 
of “Many Rivers To Cross.” It’s a beautiful, 
funny album born from the saddest circum- 
stances. Highlights: “Old Forgotten Soldier” 
and covers “Save the Last Dance for Me” and 
“Subterranean Homesick Blues.”

(Shout! Factory) 

“We started off opening the show, and 
then got to ending the intermission, and then 
we go to opening the second half, and within 
six weeks,” the Rolling Stones were headlin- 
ing, writes Keith Richards in his autobiogra- 
phy, Life. Not the T.A.M.I. Show specifically, 
a package bill of the day’s hottest chartmak- 
ers, which loaded into the Santa Monica Civic 
Auditorium in Southern California, October 
1964. A month later, the filmed document 
was in theatres, with musical direction by 
rock & roll’s Midas touch, Jack Nitzsche, and 
choreographer assistance from Toni Basil 
(“Mickey”). Variety show clutter stays at a 
bare minimum in this early touchstone of 
pop-culture explosion, Chuck Berry ringing his 
bell and singing opener “Johnny B. Goode” 
to a canned musical track. The two-shot of 
him bowing next to an empty drum set as the song winds down with a kit flourish doesn’t 
dampen the Halley’s Comet gleam in his eyes. His “Maybellene” segues into Gerry & the 
Pacemakers doing the same song as white as possible, plus two more songs. Painful. 
Ditto for the go-go dancers on the scaffolding behind the stage. Then back to Berry (check 
the tomato in the bikini on “Nadine” - era porn), followed again by the Pacemakers: ping- 
pong. Smokey Robinson & the Miracles finally put a stop to this with a hit triptych fronted 
by the singer’s boyish church soul (“You Really Got a Hold on Me”) and voice-breaking 
exuberance (“Mickey’s Monkey”). Marvin Gaye grits that same Motown soul in four tunes 
and a tux, with a reedy bark as perfect as his grill. Nice Jewish lesbian Lesley Gore holds 
her own on songs penned by the likes of Ellie Greenwich & Jeff Barry (“Maybe I Know”) 
and Lesley Sue Goldstein (“It’s My Party”). Emcees Jan & Dean open for the Beach Boys, 
who were cut out of the film’s VHS release, yet couldn’t look or sound more apple pie 
here. Brian Wilson’s unearthly vocals on “Surfer Girl” induce hallucinations, while Dennis 
Wilson’s drum bash brings you back like defibrillation. The close-up of Diana Ross during 
the Supremes’ “Where Did Our Love Go” brands JFK-era iconography. James Brown’s 18 
minutes next are equally unbelievable, a stallion somehow contained to the dance moves 
of a piston (“Out of Sight”) and an earthen soul stretching from the Georgia brothel of his 
impoverished childhood to the tip of his pompadour. Richards has admitted the blunder 
of letting the Stones be talked into following Brown, and indeed they look like Gerry & 
the Pacemakers after the Godfather of Soul, except Keef gooses the hysterical female 
audience with moves even Mick Jagger has to compensate for. The group’s five-song set 
peaks with “It’s All Over Now,” and what Jagger lacks in Brown’s hoofing, he makes up for 
in maracas (“I’m All Right”). Sing it, Toni Basil: “Oh Mickey, you’re so fine, you’re so fine 
you blow my mind, hey Mickey.”

Naxos’ latest Jazz Icons series has arrived 
with another terrific batch of live club and 
concert performances filmed in glorious black 
and white for European TV between 1962 and 
1970. The hourlong Paris set by drummer Art 
Blakey and his unrecorded New Jazzmen is 


noteworthy for the brilliant playing of young 
Freddie Hubbard, who really stretches out on 
several amazing trumpet flights. It’s a real 
treat watching the Father of Jazz Saxophone, 
Coleman Hawkins, display his mastery on two 
different sets, the second of which features

late 1970s wasn’t 
unpleasant to look 
at, which saves 
this bleak film from 
complete disaster. 

That, and revela- 
tory footage of his 
band the Voidoids 
playing CBGB at 
the height of their downtown punk pleasure. 
Former Fassbinder actor Ulli Lommel “directs” 
Hell as a rock star on the verge of success 
who falls for a pale French journalist (Carole 
Bouquet). The long, poorly edited stretches 
of silence and shots of dirty, snow-filled 
streets and dank clubs mirror the 
car-wreck feel of New York City at 
the dawn of the 1980s, and in 
the manner that Andy Warhol 
films wander around as beau- 
tiful, odd creatures without 
a real plot structure, Blank 
Generation feels too long 
and self-indulgent, especially 
when Warhol himself makes an 
appearance toward the end. The 
45-minute bonus interview with 
Hell is another saving grace, and he 
doesn’t hold back his distaste, telling inter- 
viewer Luc Sante: “There wasn’t a single hon- 
est moment [in the film]. Everything was so 
inappropriate.” It’s a shit-talking session, but 
an enlightened, humorous one. Addressing 
the plight of the musician-turned-actor, Hell 
remarks he does “get some consolation that 
I’m not as bad as Bob Dylan.”

The biggest 
surprise here may be the frenetic performance 
by bandleader Woody Herman & His Swinging 
Herd.

John Cale obviously 
didn’t choose this erratic 
1984 performance from 
German TV show Rockpalast. He’s sloppy, 
ragged, famously coked up, and the show 
was delayed until 3am, but it’s real in a way 
no one could fake - near brilliant, even, when 
he performs an eviscerating “Waiting for the 
Man” and bone-cold “Mercenaries (Ready for 
War).” Included is a bizarre interview in which 
the drummer is mistaken for the Welshman. 

By contrast, a Rockpalast set from the pre- 
vious year on a second DVD is calm, 
collected, and acoustically lovely, 
but its placement is disingenu- 
ous; it suggests redemption 
when actually the ’84 show 
is the nadir in Cale’s own 
mythos, the last year of 
personal excess before 
he cleaned up and turned 
his career toward its bril- 
liant electronic future. Funny 
that in 1977, Roger McGuinn & 
Thunderbyrd were likewise delayed 
on the concert program. That show, 
wrote guitarist Rick Vito by e-mail, was “the 
first simulcast in Europe and tens of millions 
saw it, so it was a big deal. Technicalities had 
us performing around 3-4am. Sam Clayton 
of Little Feat joined us unexpectedly onstage 
(great). Thought we sounded horrible since 
there were no good monitors and we could 
not hear each other.” Vito’s expert guitar 
and vocals back McGuinn, flying high from 
Bob Dylan’s Rolling Thunder Revue, and a

sheer delight, demonstrating an innate feel for 
the music that made her one of the best jazz 
singers ever. Jimmy Smith created the template 
for B-3 organists, and he simply tears it up on 
a swingin’, soulful trio date from Paris. Masters 
of American Music is a uniformly excellent 
documentary series profiling immortal jazz fig- 
ures Count Basie, John Coltrane, Billie Holiday, 
Thelonious Monk, and Charlie Parker. Originally 
broadcast in the 1980s and 1990s, these 
fascinating and absorbing docs offer priceless 
stills and video footage, plus insightful inter- 
views with scores of musicians. The music, 
given cultural and historical context, speaks for 
itself. The Coltrane set in particular features a 
very rare live outdoor performance that glimps- 
es ’Trane in full, majestic flight. Enigmatic pia- 
nist/composer Andrew Hill is spotlighted in an 
intimate performance as part of the Solos: The 
Jazz Sessions series. The late, Chicago-born 
pianist’s spare, cerebral style is rapturous.

The City's new comprehensive plan process began in 2009. City Council identified sustainability 
as one overarching theme of the plan. In 2010, a community taskforce and other Austinites have 
helped develop a vision statement describing common values. It will guide the plan. (Read full 
text atwww.imagineaustin.net) In earlier community forums, Ausinites imagined and discussed 
the future. They mapped desired patterns for growth and development. 

This fall, were comparing growth scenarios - visions of how the future could play out, in 
decades to come, The City of Austin is host to Community Forum Series #3, Sept. 20 to Oct. 6, 
2010, (See details on the website.) We are also engaging the community through this newsletter 
and survey. Community Conversation materials, and other Fall outreach efforts. 

In 2011, we'll address the details of individual plan elements and write the plan. In 2012, the 
completed plan will go to City Council for adoption.

Each scenario represents a possible future. Each concentrates or spreads out jobs, homes, 
roads, transit, and open space differently. Each includes projected numbers on a set of 
sustainability indicators, which were shaped by the Vision Statement. These indicators 
can help guide the way to a preferred future that is sustainable - affordable, equitable, and 
environmentally sound. 
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Thinking About The Scenarios 
What makes one future brighter or more sustainable than another? To help you compare 
apples -to-apple s in the scenarios, we've provided data projections for each. Each of the five 
imagined futures has its own set of sustainability indicators - for things like acres of land 
developed - all projected from current data and forecasting models. 

At the end, you'll be asked to record your priorities and preferences on a survey form. The 
collective survey responses will i nform a final choice of a Preferred Growth Scenario. It will 
combine the strongest aspects of the different scenarios. The Preferred Growth Scenario will 
guide the rest of the work on the comprehensive plan* 

The Key Issues and Principles were derived from the Vision Statement This consensus 
vision was created in recent months with extensive input, including over 10,000 community 
comments, It was approved by the Citizen Advisory Task Force, the Planning Commission and 
City Council, 

Indicator data was derived by City planners from multiple city, state, and national sources.

Historically, private investment has followed roads, and rail/streetcar lines. 



Austin is Prosperous 

Austin's prosperity exists because of the 
overall health, vitality, and sustainability 
of the city as a whole including the 
skills, hard work, and qualities of our 
dtizens, the stewardship of our natural 
resources, arid developing conditions 
that foster both local businesses and 
large institutions.

Economic Sustainability

Principles 

A growing city generates more revenue, but also 
requires more public services and infrastructure. That 
includes parks and schools; fire and police protection; 
roads and sidewalks; and water and utility lines. 
Ruilding public infrastructure costs taxpayers more, 
per person served, when the infrastructure must 
cover a larger geographic area. 

Redeveloping existing areas also can require 
expensive infrastructure upgrades. 

Water and energy use both increase when new 
development is more spread out. 

The economic cost of air pollution and travel delays 
can make our region less attractive and competitive. 
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Conserving Open Space 

How important is it to protect and preserve environmentally sensitive land, agriculturally 
productive land, and open space? What are our conservation priorities? Areas with aquifers, 
creeks, native species and habitats? 

Principles 

More compact development patterns use less land, allowing more open space to be 
preserved. 

Much of the environmentally sensitive land and open land lies outside Central Austin - 
both to the west (aquifer) and to the east {creeks, farm/ranch, Blackland Prairie), 

Preserving land requires buying it (perhaps for a park or open space) or providing 
incentives to land owners to leave it undeveloped. 

Clean Air & Climate Action 

How can future development patterns help to protect both our health and our climate? 

Principles 

Central Texas may lose federal transportation funding if we don't clean up our air. 

Air pollution (ozone and other chemicals) is linked to asthma, lung disease, and cancer; 
especially at risk are children and the elderly. It drives up healthcare costs and missed days 
at work and school 

Reducing time spent in traffic, and the distances people drive daily, reduces both air 
pollution and greenhouse gas emissions. So does use of transit, bikes, and walking. 
Climate forecasts for Central Texas predict increased heat, greater risks and costs from 
extreme weather, and serious risk of water shortages. 

Other Key Issues 

The issues above are those the Sustainability Indicators can address. But the comprehensive 
plan will address many other issues as well. Critical issues include: Affordable housing, 
education, poverty, safety, job growth, arts and creativity, and Austin's unique character. Points 
to consider include: 

Keeping the cost of living low protects poor, elderly, and disadvantaged people. 
Affordability needs to consider the combined cost of housing plus transportation.

More a roundtable 
discussion than proper 
documentary, the near- 
two-hour Lonesome 
Heroes features schol- 
ars and critics examin- 
ing the influences that 
shaped Montreal’s 
prophetic poet song- 
writer. Aside from the 
obvious (Dylan, the 
Beat movement, early 
C&W), the film also 
focuses on Belgian 
singer Jacques Brel, the egoist eroticism of 
contemporary Irving Layton, and Spanish 
elegist Federico Garcia Lorca, the latter cut 
with footage of Leonard Cohen perform- 
ing his homage to the Spanish poet, “Take 
This Waltz,” on Austin City Limits in the late 
Eighties. The insight from Kigen, a Buddhist 
monk and Cohen’s mentor at the Mount 
Baldy Centre, proves particularly enlighten- 
ing, but not even bonus commentary from 
Judy Collins can adequately prepare one for 
Bird on a Wire. Originally released in 1974, 
then lost, this tour concert documentary 
detailing Cohen’s 20-city European tour of 
two years earlier was pieced back together 
by producer Tony Palmer from 294 cans of 
film rediscovered last year. The 105-minute 
film’s as haphazard as the tour itself, which 
featured producer/organist Bob Johnston 
(see “First We Take Berlin,” Nov. 16, 2007) 
and was plagued with so many sound 
issues that Cohen personally refunded 
fans from his own wallet at one stop and 
improvised a tune about a broken speaker 
at another. Delivering an imagistic and at 
times voyeuristic impression of Cohen’s life 
on the road, Bird on a Wire offers remark- 
ably insightful interviews with its subject, 
who encounters flirtatious women at every 
turn and reads his poetry from The Energy 
of Slaves, alone at a desk and through a 
haze of cigarette smoke, a scene beautifully 
captured in sepia tones. “Success is sur- 
vival,” Cohen tells a reporter. Consider this 
reclaimed treasure the ultimate testament 
to just that.

Studio 6A brought out something differ- 
ent from every artist that stepped into the 
historic home of Austin City Limits. The lights 
and cameras, the pin-drop clarity, and the 


unnerving intimacy 
could expose an 
unexpected vulner- 
ability, a rare glimpse 
into the emotional 
struggle and weight 
behind the music. 

Filmed in March 
2008, this reprieve 
from the hustle of 
South by Southwest 
was obviously rel- 
ished by R.E.M., with frontman Michael 
Stipe offering colorful introductions to most 
of the material. “The new stuff is really bril- 
liant,” he jokes early on. “If you don’t like 
it, most of the songs are like two-and-a-half 
minutes.” From the opening salvo of “Living 
Well Is the Best Revenge” and “Man-Sized 
Wreath,” the Athens, Ga., outfit attacks 
the material from its 14th studio album, 
Accelerate, which made up nearly half the 
set, with a lean, call-to-arms urgency that 
ripples through unexpected highlights “I’m 
Gonna DJ” and “Horse to Water” as well as 
a chilling “So. Central Rain” and greatest hit 
“Losing My Religion.” While slightly expand- 
ed from the original hourlong broadcast, this 
doesn’t offer the entire taping - it was a 
19-song set by my count - but the 70-min- 
ute program manages to capture what it felt 
like to be in the room that Thursday after- 
noon, this close to greatness.

This 1983 per- 
formance used 
Canadian TV as 
a classroom, put- 
ting Albert King 
with prize student Stevie Ray Vaughan 
for a meaty session of Southern blues. 

First released on CD in 1999, In Session 
... represented the auspicious meeting of 
generations, a passing of the blues flame. 
The 2010 reissue bookends it with an 
almost-90-minute DVD of the performance, 
including a trio of tracks not on the CD. 

King was near the end of a 50-plus-year 
reign as a master guitarist, a tall, impos- 
ing man who wielded a Flying V like a royal 
scepter to generations of acolytes. Here, 
he’s chatty and hits every note with veteran 
grace. Vaughan, the young blues buck, is 
green and grinning, anticipating each of the 
Mississippi bluesman’s licks, respectfully 
matching him note for note (“Born Under a 
Bad Sign,” “Don’t Lie to Me”) while injecting 
his own florid style (“Texas Flood,” “Pride 
and Joy”). The local Strat slinger studied for 
that moment through years of playing at the 
One Knite and Soap Creek, standing in the 
original Antone’s glued to the side of the 
stage as the mighty King imprinted electric 
Delta blues. Unadorned and without frills (or 
extras), In Session ... is the perfect vintage 
snapshot, and wouldn’t Vaughan be thrilled 
to have a release on Stax!

ERIC CLAPTON 

Crossroads Guitar Festival 2010 (Rhino) 

“Are you sick of the sound of the electric 
guitar yet?” asks Eric Clapton slyly toward 
the end of this four-hour, 2-disc set. The 
audience, nearly 30,000 strong, roars back 
“No!” even though they’re nine hours or so 
into the daylong test. Viewers might have 
a different opinion. Recorded this summer 
in Chicago, the third such event curated by 
the UK guitarist, Crossroads covers nearly every style of guitar 
- heavy on the blues, of course, but also folk from Bert Jansch, 
jazz from Earl Klugh, and country and rockabilly via Vince Gill with 
a huge assist from James Burton. Texas is well represented by 
Jimmie Vaughan, Doyle Bramhall II, Gary Clark Jr., and ZZ Top’s 
beards. Performances are cut with backstage interviews, and it’s 



JIMI HENDRIX 

Live at Woodstock (Experience/Legacy) 

Watching the footage of Jimi Hendrix’s 
truly legendary Woodstock performance 
casts it in such different light from its 
film presentation. It’s surprising, for 
example, to see that “The Star Spangled 
Banner” occurs three-quarters of the 
way through the approximately 90-min- 
ute set, preceded by a moody “Voodoo d 

Child (Slight Return).” Featuring a fivepiece band that includes 
Experience drummer Mitch Mitchell and Band of Gypsys bass- 
ist Billy Cox, the 2-DVD Woodstock captures the guitarist at 
his peak - lean, handsome, confident, brimming with ideas 


hardly a surprise that the wisest comment comes from 80-year- 
old Hubert Sumlin, once Howlin’ Wolf’s guitarist, who proclaims, 

“I don’t care how fast you are or how good you are; you ain’t 
good enough unless you got the soul.” Besides the Gill/Burton 
tandem, which also features Albert Lee and Keb Mo’, that soul 
comes from Jeff Beck, who brings some jazzy fireworks, and 
Los Lobos’ David Hidalgo and Cesar Rosas, who simmer on the 
Allman Brothers alongside the band’s guitar tandem of Derek 
Trucks and Warren Haynes. Trucks’ wife, Susan Tedeschi, embod- 
ies the spirit of the host’s old pals Delaney & Bonnie with “Space 
Captain,” but Buddy Guy and Ronnie Wood tackling the Stones’ 
“Miss You” seems gratuitous and cloying. Clapton’s set, featuring 
a cameo from the inscrutable Citizen Cope, comes off remark- 
ably dull, until he’s joined by Steve Winwood for some blue-eyed 
soul of the Blind Faith/Traffic variety that saves the day.

MICHAEL JACKSON 

Vision (Epic/Legacy/MJJ 
Productions) 

To understand the cultural 
impact of Michael Jackson’s 
music videos - or “short films,” 
as he more accurately called 
them - consider this: “Thriller” is 
the only music video inducted by 
the Library of Congress into the 
National Film Registry. Moreover, 

17 years after its televised 
debut, “Thriller” now inspires tens of thousands of zombie- 
clad fans in dozens of countries across five continents to 
simultaneously perform its choreography every year. In a 
symbiotic relationship with MTV, Jackson revolutionized, 
reimagined, and constantly reinvented promo videos while 
changing the musical landscape and kicking down the door 
for a new generation of black entertainers. All of that’s 
evident in Michael Jackson’s Vision, a 3-DVD, 4%-hour box 
set collecting the complete catalog of Jackson’s short films 
spanning more than two decades. With so many genre-defin- 
ing classics on his resume, including “Billie Jean,” “Smooth 
Criminal,” and the nearly 20-minute full-length version of 
“Bad” directed by Martin Scorsese, it’s easy to overlook 
other outstanding moments like the fierce Spike Lee joint 
“They Don’t Care About Us,” where Jackson’s joined by an 
army of Brazilian drummers. Watching the more than 40 vid- 
eos chronologically serves as an evolutionary history lesson 
not only of Jackson’s vision but of technology, pop music, 
and the ever-changing appearance of its king.

UK atmospherics UFO became a hard rock 
staple beginning in 1973 when ex-Scorpions 
lead guitarist Michael Schenker signed on. 
After he quit, Paul Chapman rejoined the 
quintet for 1980’s No Place To Run, produced 
by the Beatles’ wizard of Oz, George Martin. 
Schenker’s boots prove too big to fill here, 
though bassist Pete Way is all of Def Leppard 
in looks and package. Once they dispense 
with new material halfway through their 70 
minutes, an initially rough “Love To Love” 
bleeds a couple pints of metal soul, and 
the hits (“Too Hot To Handle,” “Lights Out,” 
“Doctor, Doctor”) do the rest. The Germans 
of Dortmund yell for “Rock Bottom” through- 
out and finally get hammered. That’s a bar 
band cover compared to its author’s rendi- 
tion the following year in Hamburg. Shirtless 
in his leather bomber jacket, Schenker 
launches “Into the Arena” before unleashing 
a 10-minute “Rock Bottom,” fast as a punk 
rock symphony and five times as pure. The 
Hanover-hatched axe murderer’s peerless 
combination of searing speed and post-blues 
melody on a Flying V are well matched by 
his UFO-templated MSG, led by Phil Mogg 
impersonator Gary Barden, bruiser Cozy 
Powell on drums, and UFO’s Paul Raymond 
on guitar and keys. A lean set list culled from 
Schenker’s solo debut (“Feels Like a Good 
Thing,” “Lookin’ Out From Nowhere,” “Lost 
Horizons”) and UFO standards (“Natural 
Thing”) notch kill after kill, preserved also on 
a parallel CD. Lights out.

Found boxed, but sold separately, a decade 
of thunder thrash leading up to Slayer’s come- 
backs - 2006 ’s Christ Illusion and 2009 ’s World 
Painted Blood - opens in Mesa, Ariz., 1995, 
with a busy edit of the last U.S. show for Divine 
Intervention. “Raining Blood” and then-new clas- 
sic “Killing Fields” engulf amid cut-in footage 
that includes a fan having “Slayer” carved into 
his arm then lit on fire. Thrashing hailstorms 
( Divine's “Dittohead”) and cannibalistic romance 
(“213”) go hoarse by “South of Heaven,” but 
“Angel of Death” and “Hell Awaits” blister. 
Venom’s “Witching Hour” guests Machine Head. 
War at the Warfield, S.F. 2001, again with Paul 
Bostaph bombing the kit, purports God Hates 
Us All as Tom Araya spits a mouthful of “New 
Faith” but doesn’t fare as well on “God Send 
Death.” (“That album was a miserable album 
for me,” admitted Araya this summer.) Even a 
downcycle can’t suppress Show No Mercy’s “Die 
by the Sword,” though a 45-minute tour doc 
ends up more memorable than the performance. 
Original quartet-closer Dave Lombardo’s back 
to the drum riser for Still Reigning, Augusta, 
Maine, 2004. Epileptic strobes, color to black- 
and-white-shot sushi, and the same Cousin 
It head bang from Jeff Hanneman: cinematic 
innovation nil, distraction at a maximum. Literal 
“Raining Blood” climaxes the 31-minute album 
cycle, buttressed by six additional furies, includ- 
ing Slayer’s “love ballad about older women” 
(“Necrophiliac”). I’ll spare you its oral sex intro.

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Librarian Graham Barker, 45, of Perth, Australia, casually revealed to a 
reporter in October that his hobby of 26 years - harvesting his own navel lint 
daily, just before he showers - has now won acclaim in Guinness World Records. 
His three-jar collection (a fourth is in progress) has been sold to a local 
museum. His pastime, he told London’s Daily Mail in October, “costs nothing 
and takes almost no time or effort so there is no compelling reason to stop.” 
Barker, who also collects McDonald’s tray liners, said he once did a “navel lint 
survey,” and “a handful of respondents ... confessed” to the hobby. “One guy 
might have persisted, but he got married, and his wife ordered him to stop.” 


THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

Bolivia’s President Evo Morales, the for- 
mer union leader and coca farmer known 
for hard-nosed political combat, is also a 
fanatical soccer player and drew worldwide 
video attention in October for an incident 
during a supposedly friendly match 
between his pals and a team headed by 
the mayor of La Paz. After absorbing a 
vicious foul five minutes into the contest 
(resulting in a leg gash), Morales confront- 
ed the offender and kneed him in his (as 
local media described it) “testicular zone,” 
leaving the player curled on the ground. 
Afterward, Morales’ bodyguards briefly 
threatened the gasher with arrest. 

Fathers of the Year: 1) Real Father: In 
September, a judge in Kent County, Mich., 
finally ordered Howard Veal, 44, to prison to 
serve at least two years for failure to pay 
child support. He is more than $500,000 
behind in payments to 14 mothers for the 
23 children he has fathered. Authorities 
suspect there are even more. 2) Fake 
Father: French officials arrested a 54-year- 
old immigrant in September on suspicion of 
welfare fraud. They had recently begun to 
notice the man applying for government ben- 
efits for 55 children by 55 different moth- 
ers. (He may have fathered none at all.) 

Swiss artist Gianni Motti has been display- 
ing (through the end of November) a bar of 
soap at Zurich’s Migros Museum of 
Contemporary Art, claiming it was made from 


fat that had been liposuctioned from Italy’s 
Prime Minister Silvio Berlusconi. Motti said a 
clinic employee had surreptitiously given him the 
fat following Berlusconi’s treatment in 2004, but 
the clinic has denied any involvement. 

David Rees draws the political cartoon 
“Get Your War On,” but in his new day job, he 
is an artisan - of pencil-sharpening. “With an 
electric pencil sharpener, a pencil is meat,” 
he complained to the Los Angeles Times in 
August. For $15 (postage paid), Rees will lov- 
ingly, painstakingly sharpen a customer’s 
favorite pencil or one of his own classic No. 
2’s and ship it in a secure tube to protect its 
newly supersharp point. Rees also gives peri- 
odic exhibitions, wearing safety goggles and 
an apron, to demonstrate his guarantee of 
“respect” for the instruments - “an authentic 
interaction with your pencil.” 

The investigative journalism website 
ProPublica.org, curious about the workers 
being hired in the mortgage industry’s mas- 
sive, rushed re-examination of home loans 
previously foreclosed upon but which may 
have been processed illegally, began scouring 
the classified ads in October and November. 
Result: Though most employers “preferred” 
college graduates with credit-industry experi- 
ence, it was clear from the entry-level wages 
offered that many were accepted only with 
high school educations, with at least some 
barely familiar with the concept of mortgages. 
(One staffing agency, offering $10 to $12 an 
hour, sought a “Supervisor of Foreclosure 
Department,” but that position also required 
only a high school diploma.) 


YIKES! 

Life Imitates 100 Sci-Fi Movies: At a con- 
ference in Vancouver in October, University of 
California, San Francisco researcher Charles 
Chiu disclosed that a never-before-detected 
virus that partially wiped out a monkey colony 
in a lab in Davis, Calif., recently appeared to 
have “jumped” from its species onto a 
human scientist at the facility. However, Chiu 
and his research team said there is “no 
cause for alarm at this time.” 

Smooth Reaction: In November, after her 
fourth-grade son was allegedly slapped by his 
teacher at a Kansas City, Mo., elementary 
school (son, black; teacher, white), Lisa Henry 
Bowen submitted a 40-page list of reparations 
she expects from President Obama and two 
dozen other officials. Included in the many 
demands: $1.25 million in cash, $13,500 in 
Walmart gift cards, free college education, 
Disney World vacations, private tennis les- 
sons, an African safari, her mortgage paid off, 
home remodeling, nine years of free medical 
and dental coverage, and a nine-year “consult- 
ing contract” with the school district at 
$15,000 a month. Anticipating criticism that 
she had gone too far, she added that oppo- 
nents can “kiss my entire black ass!!!!!! I 
haven’t begun to go far enough!!!!!!!” 

Centuries ago, women who devoted them- 
selves to the Hindu goddess Devadasi were 
priestesses from upper castes, but over time, 
the temples began to use “Devadasis” mere- 
ly as prostitutes to raise money, according to 
a new British documentary by Sarah Harris, 
who was interviewed in September by 
London’s The Independent. As before, girls 
are offered to the temples by their parents by 
age 3 and perform chores, but nowadays, at 
puberty, the temple begins to cash in on 
them. India made this practice illegal in 
1988, but it endures, largely because the 
“Devadasis” (now, almost exclusively from 
lower castes) have, as career alternatives, 
only farm labor and latrine-cleaning. 

Incoming University of Tennessee football 
coach Derek Dooley told reporters in 
September he encountered one unexpected 


problem: staph infections caused by “the 
worst shower discipline of any team I’ve ever 
been around.” He said he had recently run a 
clinic on “application of soap to the rag” and 
“making sure you hit all your body.” 

LATEST RESEARCH 

Formulas: 1) In July, researchers at 
University of Manchester devised a mathe- 
matical formula for the perfect handshake. 
Said psychology professor Geoffrey Beattie, 
“[Ujntil now there has not been a guide 
showing people how they should shake 
hands.” Professor Beattie’s work incorporates 
12 key measures, including cool, dry palms; 
firm wrists; strong grips; eye contact; and 
using “three shakes.” 2) Researchers from 
the Royal Tyrrell Museum in Canada and the 
University of Portsmouth in England, in a jour- 
nal article released in May, “proved” by “flo- 
tation dynamics” and “rotation dynamics,” 
altered for “external surface area,” that 
giraffes can swim - although they are proba- 
bly terrible at it because of their odd shape.

Judgment-Challenged: 1) Tommy Riser of 
Blaine, Wash., had a rough Sept. 13. After a 
bout of drinking, he crashed a truck into a utility 
pole, and a few minutes later, crashed his wife’s 
car into a guardrail trying to drive away. Later, he 
retrieved his company’s tow truck and drove it 
back to the scene, intending to tow the two 
crashed vehicles home. However, a sheriff’s 
deputy was on hand and, noting that Riser was 
still tipsy, charged him with three separate 
DUIs. 2) Theodore Davenport Jr., 53, who was 
wanted for robbing the same PNC Bank branch 
in Harrisburg, Pa., twice in the previous month, 
was arrested in November when he approached 
a teller at that bank to inquire about the bal- 
ance in his own account.

There’s this ever-thriving queer 
community in Austin, and we [QB] are filling 
a major hole. And we’re gonna spackle some 
QueerBomb all up in it.” Or Paul Soileau: “I 
am QueerBomb, because it makes the pony prance 
inside my belly. It makes me feel like I’m home.” 
Home is where the heart is, y’all. We’ll see you at 
Red 7 this Friday? (See Friday.)

Local nature parks preserve valuable parcels of land around 
the state. These islands of wilderness become even more pre- 
cious when you consider that only a small percentage of land in 

Texas is set aside for 
use by the public and 
wildlife. Often owned by 
communities, counties, 
or regional conservation 
districts and maintained 
by volunteers, local wild- 
life preserves are often 
little known and lightly 
used. Here are three of 
my favorites: 

One of the prettiest 
of these local nature 
parks is Cooks Slough 
Sanctuary and Nature 
Park on the outskirts of 
Uvalde. Built on the site 
of a former landfill by the 
city and the Edwards 
Aquifer Authority, the 

park is a man-made wetland that is part of the city’s sewage treatment facilities. Wastewater is 
cleaned through a natural multistep process of settling ponds and mud flats that break down bac- 
teria and filter the water before it is reintroduced into the Leona River. 

The process also provides a 200-acre nature park that attracts wildlife and wildlife lovers. 
Although the park only has a couple of miles of hiking trails, the covered viewing pavilion provides 
an all-weather platform to see a variety of migratory and resident birds, dragonflies, and butter- 
flies. It is also possible to spot such land-based animals as deer, fox, and armadillos rooting 
around the brush. 

To get to Cooks Slough Preserve from U.S. 90 in the center of Uvalde head south on U.S. 83, 
turn off on FM 117, make a right on OR 106, and the parking lot is at the end of the road. For 
information, call 830/278-4115. 

Hidden among the pastures and fields east of Floresville, Jackson Nature Park opens to the pub- 
lic a large section of riparian forest along Cibolo Creek. The two miles of easy to moderate trails 
are for human hikers only. A $1 fee is collected on the honor system. 

Not only does the 50-acre park have a wide variety of native plants and wildflowers, but it also 
has very unusual geology for the region. The San Antonio River Authority, the park’s manager, hosts 
bimonthly guided nature walks at the preserve. For information, call 210/302-3625 or go to the 
“Parks” section at www.sara-tx.org. The preserve is on OR 401 between FM 1922 and Stockdale in 
Wilson County. 

For something completely different, head to Eaton Hill Wildlife Sanctuary in the West Texas town 
of Sonora. Here the Hill Country meets the Chihuahuan Desert. The 37-acre park occupies a high 
spot on the edge of town near the interstate highway and offers a nice view of the surrounding 
country. With a little more than three miles of hiking trails, the nature preserve showcases the 
diversity of the area’s plants, wildlife, and geology. Eaton Hill is on a major migratory flyway plus 
has a variety of resident birds. For information, go to www.eatonhill.blogspot.com or send an e-mail to 
eatonhill@sonoratx.net.

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Reading the program notes is one of the wonderful things 
about seeing a Different Stages production. The company’s 
longtime producing artistic director and devoted theatre 


scholar, Norman Blumensaadt, always pro- 
vides notes that give great insight into the 
composition of the plays, and the single 
most stunning fact in the program notes for 
Paul Osborn’s Morning's at Seven is that the 
play was written in 1939, right at the end 
of the Great Depression. But you won’t find 
any Dust Bowls here or even a reference to 
them. What you will find are affairs among 
family members, husbands leaving their 
wives, and out-of-wedlock pregnancy. 

But hold on one second. Stated baldly, 
these facts do the play a disservice, for its 
ultimate effect is lovely, joyous, and sweet. 
Four sisters live in three houses. The back 
porches and yards of two of the houses 
are represented onstage. In the house on 
the left lives one of the sisters, Ida; her 
husband, Carl; and her son, Homer. Two 
other sisters live in the house on the right: 
Aaronetta, a spinster who has lived most 
of her life with her sister, Cora, and Cora’s 
husband, Theodore. Esther, the eldest sister, 
lives in a house on a hill with her husband, 
David. David doesn’t particularly care for the 
other sisters or their husbands, and Carl is 
subject to “spells” during which he wishes 
he had become a dentist or done something 
with a mysterious “fork.” The play begins 
with the arrival of Homer, who is finally bring- 
ing Myrtle, his fiancee of a dozen years 
home to meet his family. 

This very Middle American story is ably sup- 
ported by set designer Ann Marie Gordon’s 
twin back stoops, Emily Cavasar’s character- 


appropriate costumes (heavy on the aprons), 
and sound designer Jeff Miller’s period music, 
but the truly impressive aspect of the produc- 
tion is the cast of actors that director Karen 
Jambon has enlisted from the community. 
Bobbie Oliver, Kathleen Lawson, Lana Dieterich, 
and Jennifer Underwood play the sisters. They 
make a formidable quartet, with Dieterich as 
the gentle, loving Ida and Underwood as the 
peacemaking Esther standing out. That would 
be a fine enough group for any play, but con- 
sider that you also have Richard Craig, who 
always makes acting look easy (it isn’t), and 
Michael Hankin, who is just plain fun to watch, 
in supporting roles. That’s a half-dozen really 
fine actors, but among the cast of nine, Anne 
Hulsman as Myrtle steals the show. Myrtle 
is all about enjoying life, giving, and caring. 
Hulsman so believably embodies the loving 
Myrtle; she takes such joy in each individual 
moment, even the difficult ones, that it’s hard 
to imagine who could have done the role bet- 
ter. Add director Jambon ’s expert proscenium 
staging, and it’s about as solid a community 
theatre effort as you are likely to see. 

Besides the accomplished cast and stag- 
ing, one other wonder: Paul Osborn’s script. 
Was there really a time in this country when 
even the most outrageous of actions could 
be looked upon not just with dignity but with 
grace? When acceptance of individual differ- 
ences and needs was the rule rather than 
the exception? Or perhaps the more appropri- 
ate question would be: Could there be such a 
time again? - Barry Pineo

‘JAVELIN’ BY DAVID EVERETT 

Three artists at Davis Gallery in the current show. Three art- 
ists working their ways in the once-living world of wood, with 
different methods resulting in different effects, with not so dis- 
similar levels of beauty achieved. 


David Everett changes the material most, 
carving - here exclusively from mahogany, 
no less - the shapes of animals, separate 
or intertwined with other animals to create a 
sort of three-dimensional collage. Note first 
that his skill is nonpareil, that he’s no mere 
optimist struggling to form approximations of 
his subjects: Everett’s renderings are no less 
precise than if the creature under consider- 
ation had suddenly turned to wood in front 
of him. He adds paint, too, with an expert’s 
hand, bringing each sculpture to slightly 
muted, natural colors; this turns Everett’s cre- 
ations - e.g., the tower of seaside fauna that 
features a black skimmer, a skate, an octo- 
pus, a dorado, and the (eponymous) scotch 
bonnet - into perfect concerti of shape and 
shade. In Privateer, the single subject, a red 
fox, is left unpainted, the mahogany’s natural 
tone providing all necessary color. 

Caprice Pierucci ’s work is abstract, but 
abstract in a way that the wood itself, had 
it a mind, might have imagined as its own 
best self. Pierucci carves long stretches of 
what were once parts of a tree into porous, 
almost lacy streams, reaching from floor 
to ceiling, set in conjunction with similar 
lengths to form rhythms that might have 
beat in the heart of the wood. Ligneous 
lengths of tans and browns, lightly stained 
or painted, like truncated rivers carrying the 
ideas of plant and human craft to the rev- 


erential walls. Somewhere, in some forest 
primeval, the dreaming trees had a legend 
of a creature that embodied the best of 
wood, that lived like a tree but moved like a 
legged thing, that brightened the world with 
its deep and barkless spirit - these works of 
Pierucci’s are that creature’s bones. 

David Hefner removes wood from the equa- 
tion entirely, save for capturing its complex 
images as vivid prints on paper. Squares 
and rectangles of manufactured board, their 
whorls and curves dyed with pigment, are 
pressed onto paper to leave bright ghosts of 
themselves behind. Hefner doesn’t do this 
with just any board; sometimes he’s specific, 
printing the back of an antique telephone box 
to excellent effect. At other times, the artist’s 
propensity for relentless rainbows of color 
results in a sort of tie-dye effect, the framed 
prints looking like candy-colored acid-trip rel- 
ics that might be coveted only by die-hard 
Deadheads. We’re more able to appreciate 
his monochrome work or his larger prints that 
break from conforming to the natural grain 
and, instead, impose the artist’s own patterns 
of stripes. For all that, though, it’s his Fire in 
the Lake - with several colors, but more sub- 
tle than any of the other polychrome pieces - 
that ranks with the best works of Everett and 
Pierucci, making this a proper three-person 
show of what small miracles of creation can 
be worked with wood. - Wayne Alan Brenner

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A Film Unfinished

How should one react to A Film Unfinished? That is, on nearly 
every level imaginable, a question for which there is no single 
suitable answer. This is a documentary about film footage of the 


Jews in the Warsaw Ghetto, which was shot 
in May 1942 by the Nazi film corps. It was 
overseen by the SS and was ostensibly 
intended to be edited into a final documen- 
tary form with which to convince Germany’s 
“righteous gentiles” that mass extermination 
of the Jews was, at worst, a necessary evil. 
Accurately but ominously titled The Ghetto, 
this propaganda film was never completed. 
The raw footage was discovered 
in East Germany after the Third 
Reich had been annihilated. The 
purpose of the original footage has 
been gleaned slowly over time. In 
the Sixties, one of the film’s cam- 
eramen, Willy Wist, was identified 
and questioned by the Israelis. His 
responses, taken from the transcript 
of the interrogation, are vague and troubling. 
According to Wist - whose younger self, at 
one point, is glimpsed as he accidentally 
steps into frame in the original footage - he 
was merely one camera operator among 
others, given instructions on what and who 
to film by a mysterious figure known only as 
“Gold Pheasant.” This unknown person was 
presumably an officer and probably acting 
on direct orders from Joseph Goebbels, the 
Nazi minister of propaganda, but beyond 
(and including) that, nothing is certain. What 
is certain is that 12 years ago a reel of out- 
takes was discovered and confirmed what 
had already been suspected: The Nazi film- 
makers had staged and restaged much of 
the “action” that was to have been included 
in The Ghetto. A great deal of the staged 
footage creates an illusion of Warsaw’s 
“wealthier” Jews (actual ghetto residents, 
cleaned up) dining out, relaxing, and enjoy- 


ing the modest comforts of ghetto life as 
they parsimoniously refuse to give even a 
crust of bread to their starving breathren 
on the filthy streets outside or acknowledge 
the ghastly, flyblown cadavers that increas- 
ingly populate the sidewalks. The 1998 
reel shows relentless takes of Warsaw’s 
doomed populace being used as one mas- 
sive, ghastly prop in a film that, in the end, 
was never even made. The Nazi 
filmmakers’ intent is abominably 
clear, but not completely. Why 
film the mountains of trash? Why 
shoot obviously posed portraits 
of hearty-looking Jews standing 
beside others who are obviously 
on the brink of starvation? Every 
question answered raises two 
more. In the end, Hersonski’s film - which 
employs narration and inoffensive re-enact- 
ments of Wist’s questioning in addition to 
the pre-existing Warsaw Ghetto footage - is 
a deeply troubling examination of the meth- 
odology of propaganda and an indictment 
of the Nazis’ cunning use thereof. Amid the 
increasingly horrific images of daily ghetto 
life are moments of utterly unexpected, 
haunting beauty, including a reel of color film 
that does more to humanize an inhuman 
situation than anything I’ve ever seen. The 
screen is flooded with the faces - so many 
individual faces, peering, imploring, stoic or 
hysterical - of the 400,000 Jews who made 
up the Warsaw Ghetto in May 1942. It’s 
impossible to watch A Film Unfinished and 
not feel haunted by the restless ghosts of 
history and those who tried - and failed - to 
used film to tell a lie. - Marc Savlov

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BURLESQUE D: Steve Antin; with Cher, 
Christina Aguilera, Stanley Tucci, Cam Gigandet, Eric 
Dane, Julianne Hough, Kristen Bell, Peter Gallagher, Alan 
Cumming.

Burlesque bumps and grinds. And then it 
continues to grind and grind and grind. This 
new musical leaves no cliche unturned as it 
struggles to find the heart of cabaret (that’s 
cabaret with both a small and big “C” - the 
stage genius of Bob Fosse is an evident 
if unfulfilled aspiration). The girls at the 
Burlesque Lounge on the Sunset Strip dance 
onstage in exotic underwear while lip-synching 
risque numbers, but no clothing is removed. 
They may shake their moneymakers, but the 
concoction remains unstirred. In her screen 
debut, Aguilera stars as Ali, the orphaned 
Iowa waitress who ditches her job in the film’s 
opening sequence, belts out a few bars so 
we know she has some big pipes, straps on 
her platform pumps, and heads for the glit- 
tering lights of Hollywood. Those wishing for 
another camp touchstone like Showgirls will be 
disappointed: Writer/director Antin has none 
of Paul Verhoeven’s visual flair or tarty taste. 
Burlesque's dialogue plods along predictably 
and the performance numbers are edited like 
a cut-and-paste mosaic. There is also no dif- 
ference between the way the film looks and 
sounds when the performers are lip-synching 
and when they are supposedly singing for real: 
It all looks phony. Cher was a shrewd cast- 
ing choice in terms of upping the film’s camp 
cred, but apart from her power ballad “You 
Haven’t Seen the Last of Me” (which is sure 
to become a signature part of her repertoire), 
the diva plays it straight as the club’s propri- 
etor and den mother, Tess. Aguilera always 
grabs our attention with her powerful vocal 
abilities, but her acting skills won’t threaten 
any upcoming strivers. Still, that’s no reason to 
weigh down the narrative with a center section 
that is little more than half a dozen Aguilera 
music videos in a row. Burlesque is populated 
with a great many secondary characters, 
though they all come with even less backstory 
than little orphan Ali. Gigandet is an eyeliner- 
wearing but straight bartender who serves as 
Ali’s wan love interest. (He also sports the 
only naked tush in the movie.) Dane provides 
an even more colorless love interest, but his 
Marcus is rich and powerful and has ulterior 
motives for wanting to buy out Tess’ mortgage 
on the club. Gallagher plays Tess’ ex-husband, 
who has part ownership of the club, and Tucci 
is the stage manager and Tess’ loyal friend. 
Hough and Bell are a couple of dancers - one 
becomes conveniently pregnant, which opens 
up a spot for Ali in the ensemble, and the 
other becomes Ali’s nemesis. Cumming is the 
club’s emcee, and though he’s the only per- 
former to project the Weimar vibe of Cabaret, 
his appearance in the film is painfully brief. 

As Burlesque ground along its obvious and 
well-worn path, my inner voice indeed shouted, 
“Take it off,” though my request was directed 
toward the projection booth rather than the 
dancers onstage. - Marjorie Baumgarten

LOVE & OTHER DRUGS D: Edward 

Zwick; with Jake Gyllenhaal, Anne Hathaway, Oliver Platt, 
Hank Azaria, Josh Gad, Gabriel Macht, Judy Greer, George

With his sleepy-lidded, dangerously sin- 
cere face, Jake Gyllenhaal has always done 
better with edgy material - Donnie Darko, 

The Good Girl - that subverts his sunny, 
smiling look. But there are no hard angles 
to be found in this soft-hearted drama 
that straddles comedy, medical crisis, and 
the three-ring circus of Big Pharma in the 
Nineties. Gyllenhaal plays Jamie, a Pfizer 
rep and cocksman of the first order. When 
Jamie lands the new Viagra account, he hap- 
pily combines his two great loves, sex and 
hustling; he’s like Casanova in a used-car 
salesman’s clothing. Actually, this is more 
of a clothing-optional film, especially when 
free-spirit artist Maggie (Hathaway, beaming 
and Botticelli-curled) enters the picture. After 
a meet-sleazy - while hawking his wares at 
a general practitioner’s, Jamie fakes doctor 
credentials and watches her disrobe for an 
examination - the pair embarks on some- 
thing of a no-strings-attached sex romp (the 
subject of most of the film’s advance press). 
Zwick, who co-wrote the script with Charles 
Randolph and longtime collaborator Marshall 
Herskovitz (thirtysomething), has a light 
touch with this honeymoon period. But his 
film bloats into sentimental hash when their 
love affair becomes complicated by Maggie’s 
early-stage Parkinson’s disease and creeping 
feelings of real, not entirely welcome love for 
each other. There’s nothing wrong with sen- 
timental hash - Love & Other Drugs might 
have made a fine melodrama in the vein of 
Douglas Sirk’s Magnificent Obsession (which 
the film obliquely recalls) - but whenever 
Zwick catches the rhythm of one mood, he 
skips the needle to try on another one, from 
family drama to pharmaceutical expose to 
gross-out comedy. I suppose when you make 
a movie, however tangentially, about Viagra, 
you’re required to insert at least one scene 
of its side effects, but the broadness with 
which Zwick plays it out is like a stake to the 
heart of the film’s hard-earned but fast-lost 
authenticity. - Kimberley Jones

STRANGE POWERS: 
STEPHIN MERRITT AND 
THE MAGNETIC FIELDS 

D: Kerthy Fix, Gail O’Hara. (NR, 84 min.) 

You didn’t actually think Stephin Merritt 
was going to cozy up to the camera and 
reveal his deepest-darkest, did you? This 
is, after all, a man so resistant to straight- 
forward autobiography in his songcraft that 


he composed an entire album (2008’s 
Distortion) from the perspective of a tubby, 
middle-aged Midwestern woman with a 
(literal) battle-axe to grind. From his first on- 
camera interview, in which the famously cur- 
mudgeonly Magnetic Fields’ frontman levels 
a near-sneer at the off-camera interviewer 
and dodges even the most innocuous ques- 
tions (he bats away “what are you reading 
right now?” like a bored cat), Merritt makes 
it plain that he’s controlling the content. 

That isn’t to say Strange Powers is un in- 
volving - any Magnetic Fields fan will get 
a kick out of seeing Merritt putter around 
his apartment studio, experimenting with 
the sonic possibilities of whisks and giving 
impromptu readings from his old songwrit- 
ing notebooks (scribbled mainly, he says, 
whilst sipping cocktails to a disco beat in 
New York’s many gay bars). It just isn’t terri- 
bly revealing, is all. A tighter edit might have 
benefited the scenes of Merritt fiddling 
around in rehearsal, as when the camera 
hangs on a seemingly interminable musical 
misunderstanding with his chief collabora- 
tor Claudia Gonson, and filmmakers Kerthy 
Fix, a University of Texas grad, and Gail 
O’Hara, who was was once Merritt’s editor 
at Time Out New York, could have easily 
expanded the background material (with 
just 84 minutes, they jettisoned most of the 
band’s catalog, skipping from 1991 debut 
Distant Plastic Trees to the 1999 breakout 
concept albums 69 Love Songs). There 
are celebrity talking heads - Neil Gaiman, 
Sarah Silverman, and Daniel Handler, to 
name a few - but what emerges as the 
most absorbing voice in the documentary is 
Gonson’s. Merritt’s friend since high school, 
she’s a “mother/manager” in his words, 
and a “fag hag” in her own. The funny and 
fiercely protective Gonson is unguarded with 
the camera, speaking frankly about her role 
in the band and in Merritt’s life and, as it 
turns out, it’s the subtle underscoring of 
her unshowy, largely unheralded dedication 
to both that marks Strange Powers’ real 
achievement. - Kimberley Jones

ALPHA AND OMEGA D: Anthony Bell, Ben

What a curious beast this kiddie flick is, with 
its two wolf packs turf-warring over a prime feed- 
ing ground for caribou but played out with an 
almost comic bloodlessness. Wolf cubs Kate 
(voiced by Panettiere) and Humphrey (voiced by 
Long) - she the tart alpha, he the court-jester 
omega - talk big about how delicious caribou 
tartare would taste but snack onscreen only on 
blueberries and cupcakes and the occasional 
bone licked clean of anything remotely resembling 
dead meat. Alpha and Omega is also something 
of a dirty bird: Two wolves howling at the moon is 
code for the mating dance.

Galifianakis, whose comic man-child schtick gets a 
full workout, plays Ethan Tremblay, gauche and rotund, 
against Downey Jr.’s Peter Highman, who is just trying 
to make it home to Los Angeles in time for the birth 
of his first child. Phillips steers this road-trip movie 
through a wicked variety of set-pieces and celebrity 
guest cameos. The problem with Due Date is that it 
is less funny at 95 minutes than it is in its succinct 
trailers.

Rose, Washington, and Rashad find the pulse of their 
characters and are able to convey something of their 
emotions, even when they lack clarity and backstory. 
There is a lot of turmoil captured in these vignettes: 
date rape, infanticide, promiscuity, back-alley abortion, 
pathological religiosity, and AIDS, to name but a few. 
Even though For Colored Girls had the second weakest 
opening weekend for any Perry release, his choice to 
revive and recalibrate Shange’s classic work is a good 
thing overall.

FOUR LIONS D: Chris Morris; with Riz

Quite probably the world’s first Islamic terrorist 
comedy, Four Lions is set in Sheffield, 150 miles 
north of London, and details the bumbling efforts 
of a group of radicalized Muslims who dream of 
becoming suicide bombers. Faisal (Akhtar) is soft- 
spoken and maybe soft in the head; Waj (Novak) is 
dim but eager to please; Barry (Lindsay), a white 
convert, is a bilious fanatic; and Hassan (Ali) is a 
wannabe rapper just looking for a community. But 
leader Omar (Ahmed) is a genuinely politicized and 
embittered young man with a wife and son. Four 
Lions is a riot of physical comedy, and much of the 
dialogue is sneakily hilarious in its sheer banality. 
Director Morris, in his first feature film, impercepti- 
bly shifts from pure satire to accommodate a more 
complete and, yes, humanizing portrait of the con- 
flicted jihadis. This is provocative stuff, to be sure.

ically, emotionally - force majeure that it’s inconceiv- 
able, for now, that any actor would have the brass 
balls to place herself at the center of the forthcom- 
ing, inevitable Hollywood remakes.

and inflated self-worth. Inside Job is divided into five 
digestible sections: How We Got Here, the Bubble, 
the Crisis, Accountability, and Where We Are Now. 
Ferguson’s provocative, incredulous questioning is 
one of the greatest lessons of Inside Job.

The cunning stuntwork of Jackass’ motley band 
of jackanapes is marginally less shocking this time 
out, even when we’re presented with scenes so 
bile-risible that the cameraman pukes on his own 
camera.

Mike is hell-bent on sabotaging what he 
rightfully considers to be a gig way, way beneath him, 
and the bulk of Morning Glory is spent tracking Becky’s 
uphill battle to convince Mike to play nice for the cam- 
era. “Play nice” may very well be the mantra of Michell 
(, Notting Hill), a director of excessive sentimentality and 
empty stylishness. Well-acted and ingratiating, with at 
least one howlingly funny sequence, Morning Glory had 
the capacity to be a smarter, tarter picture, though it’s 
not bad as is.

HOLIDAY SHOPPING AND 
DEFECTIVE PRESENTS 

I bought my son an expensive Christmas toy, but it didn’t work 
when I tried it out before giving it to him. The store said that I must 
have done something wrong with it and refused to exchange it or refund 
my money. So now I’m stuck with it - is there anything I can do? 

You are smart to consider your potential recourse 
before simply allowing the store to get away with sell- 
ing defective items. Handling this issue properly could 
help your situation and may prevent future problems 
between this store and other Central Texans. 

The starting point for any consumer dispute is to 
fully discuss your problem with the store’s customer- 
service representative or manager. If you can’t resolve 
the problem at this level, you may want to contact the 
store’s headquarters or the owner. 

Assuming the problem is not resolved, you have 
several options. You can pursue your individual case by 
filing a lawsuit. Small-claims court (limited to a recov- 
ery of no more than $5,000) is usually the best option 
for consumers, because its relaxed rules of evidence 
and procedure allow you to appear without an attorney. 
However, the personal time, energy, effort, and money 
needed to pursue a small-claims court matter may not 
make sense for every defective purchase. 

You can consider filing a complaint with the Texas 
Attorney General’s Consumer Protection & Public 
Health Division (www.oag.state.tx.us/consumer). Filing 
a complaint with the Attorney General’s Office will not 
help your specific case (Texas law prohibits the A.G.’s 
Office from filing a lawsuit with the purpose of recov- 
ering money for a single person), but it could lead to 
an investigation or lawsuit against the company if it is 
violating laws protecting consumers. You can also file a 
separate complaint with the Better Business Bureau of 
Central and South Central Texas (www.centraltx.bbb.org). 
By doing so, you will put other savvy consumers 
on notice that the store has a history of complaints 
and problems. 

You may also be able to obtain relief if you purchased 
the item with a credit card (search austinchronicle.com for 
previous “Common Law” columns on that topic). The 
most important thing as a consumer is to stay vigilant 
- protect yourself and other consumers by pursing viola- 
tions of consumer laws and poor business practices.

WHAT ARE 
ORGANIC PADS? 

Dear Tom and Ray : 

What are organic brake pads ? A chain shop rec- 
ommended them because my current metallic pads 
have been de-squeaked twice but are still squeaking 
badly I said I wanted ceramic pads, but they said 
to go with organic pads. What are they? Are they 
safe? Do they squeak less? -Travis 

RAY: They sound so great, don’t they? 
“Organic pads.” It conjures up images of 
brake pads made of watermelon rinds and 
stalks of rhubarb. 

TOM: Well, that’d be a better use 
for rhubarb! 

RAY: But in brakespeak, organic means 
“made of asbestos.” It’s the old-style brake 
pads that worked perfectly well to stop your 
car but have fallen out of favor because they 
were also causing lung cancer in factory 
workers and auto mechanics. 

TOM: We never use asbestos pads any- 
more. We use semimetallic pads, which are 
made of iron, bronze, copper, steel wool, 
and other stuff that just hasn’t been shown to 
cause cancer yet. 

RAY: Or we use ceramic pads, which are 
made of broken teacups or something. And 
the reason we’ve been using more ceramic 
pads lately is 1) they’ve come way down in 
price and 2) they produce a lot less brake 
dust. Some customers with fancy alloy wheels 
objected to having metallic black brake dust 
pitting their $1,000 wheels. 

TOM: But I don’t think your squealing prob- 
lem is related to the composition of your brake 
pads. I think the problem is missing hardware. 

RAY: And the way to get that hardware is to 
buy a set of pads from the manufacturer. When 
you buy the brake pads from the dealer’s parts 
department (whether you have them installed 
there or not), you get all the shims, springs, 
clips, and other hardware that’s designed to 
keep them from - what? - squealing! 

TOM: So that would be my recommenda- 
tion, Travis. Spring for a set of factory pads. 
You can even ask the chain guys to get them 
and install them for you if you want to keep 
working with them. But even if you have non- 
factory rotors, a set of factory pads should 
make the squealing go away. 

If you buy a used car, will you just be inherit- 
ing the previous owner’s problem? Tom and Ray 
dispel this and other myths about used cars in their 
pamphlet “How to Buy a Great Used Car: Secrets 
Only Your Mechanic Knows.”
